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ELECTIONS ASSURE 
VICTORY OF LIBERALS 


Unionists Gain Fourteen More 
Seats, but Showing Is Poor- 
er Than Saturday’s. 





JOHN BURNS !S RETURNED 





His Majority More Than Doubled De- 
spite Predictions of Defeat—Lord 
_ Charles Beresford Wins.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—‘‘ Good, but not 
good enough,” is the Unionist admission 
of the failure of their attack on the 
Liberal Gove.nment, and to-day’s re- 
turns only serve to deepen the dis- 
cotragement with which the tariff re- 
formers received Saturday’s results. 

Even London has not responded to 
the Unionist expectations, and in the 
_ provinces the seats won are far below 
their hopes. 

Unless future pollings furnish unex- 
pected surprises the Liberals are cal- 
culating on a majority of 200, inclusive 
of Labor and Nationalist votes. 


LONDON, Jan. 17.—At the conclusion of 
to-day’s polling in the general elections, 
the parties stood as follows: 

Unionists, 92; Liberals, 77; Laborites, 
16: Nationalists, 13. Net gain for the 
Unionists, 29. 

The Government fared much better to- 
May than its most ardent supporters ex- 
pected. The Unionists gained nineteen 
seats, the Liberals four, and the Labor- 
ites one, making a net gain for the 
Unionists for the day of fourteen, one 
less than they gained at fewer elections 
on Saturday. 

This practically assures the return of 
‘the Liberal Government to power with a 
fair majority, for among the places still 
io poll are those in Scotland and Wales, 
which are always solidly Liberal. 

The generatl view of to-day’s battle 
bears out of the forecast. The North is 
‘solid for the Government; the Midlands 
‘sectioa, especially in the vicinity of Bir- 
‘mingham, favors tariff reform. The vice 
‘tory of the Unionists at Walsall points 
to an extension of Joseph Chamberiain’s 
influence. 

The metropolis, which after the bye- 
elections, which all went in favor of the 
Unionists, was expected to make a clean 
turnover, is displaying a remarkably 
eligit variation in representation, al- 
though the Liberals are not obtaining the 
majorities they did in 1906.

Few Surprises in Results. 


There cannot be said to have been many 
eurprises to-day. Some expected that 
John Burns, President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, would be defeated, but 
he himself never had any doubt as to 
the result. ~ 

Other officials who had to fight for 
their seats and were successful were 
Augustine Birrell, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, and C. E. Hobhouse, Financial 
Secretary *o the Treasury, in Bristol, and 
Dr. T. J. Macnamara, Secretary to the 
Admiralty, in Camberwell. Their majori- 
ties were considerably reduced. This hap- 
pened all through the country, the huge 
majorities secured in 1906 showing big 
reductions in almost all cases. 

»s Indeed, many of the Liberals who 
‘became members of the House of Com- 
mons by the grace of the landslide that 
year have been sent back to private life. 
Among them is Hamar’ Greenwood, a 
Canadian, who represented York and was 
considered a prominent candidate for high 
office. Another Canadian, Joseph Martin, 
former Premier of British Columbia, was 
more successful, winning thé seat fer St. 
Pancras DHast.

Wnhionists, failed in their attempt to oust 
Philip Showden, the Labor leader, and 
Gir Thomas Barclay, at Blackburn. Doc- 
tors had much to do with the defeat of 
Claude-Hay, Unionist, in the Hoxton di- 
’ vision of Shoreditch. His opponent was 
Dr. C. Addison, a famous consulting sur- 
geon. Hay, on the platform, made dis- 
paraging remarks about the profession, 
and as a result the whole fraternity 
turned out to assist Dr. Addison. 

The Liberals also won back the adjoin- 
ing eonstituency of Haggerston, which 
was represented by the Hon. R. Guinness, 
Unionist, who was defeated to-day by H.

On His Request His Pocantico Em-

On request of John D, Rockefeller 
Sheriff Scherp of White Plains appointed 
seven men on his large country estate at 
Pocantico Hills yesterday to be Deputy 
Sheriffs. 

The oil magnate, it is said, since his 
life was threatened some time ago, has 
been almost constantly surrounded by 4 
guard, and the action of the Sheriff 
gives his employes the authority to carry 


arms and make arrests. Their jurisdic- 
tion, however, is to be confined to the 
Rockefeller premises. 

It is said that most of the men who 
have been deputized to guard Mr. Rockee 
feller are old-time Secret Service agents, 
who are employed about the.place os- 
tensibly as coachmen, gsovums, gardeners, 
and attendants. They are constantly on 
duty, and before any stranger can ap- 
proach the Rockefeller home they find 
out who he is and the exact nature of 
his business.

BINNEY YACHT ABANDONED. 


Lawyer and His Guests Quit the Mist 
Off Atlantic City—May- Be a Wreck.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Jan. 17.—The 
schooner yacht Mist, New York Yacht 
Club, abandoned by its owner, Howard 
Binney, a patent lawyer with offices at 
2 Rector Street, New York, and bereft 
of its skipper and crew,.is dragging -its 
anchor, with all lights set on the sea front 
to-night, and threatening to smash itself 
to pieces against the ocean pier at Ten- 
nessee Avenue. 

Flashing distress signals, apprising the 
Government coast guards that the craft 
was helpless in the grip of a heavy sea, 
drew thousands of hotel guests and resi- 
dents to the beach front and board walk 
an hour before midnight. 

Hundreds who believed the big white 
craft plunging in the breakers a quarter 
of a mile from shore was a passenger ship 
with many passengers aboard cheered 
madly when the coast guards appeared 








‘in & moter life-saving cruiser and took 


off the crew on tha. vacht, 

Not until then was it known'that Owner 
Binney and his guests, Mr. and Mrs. W. 
L. Darnell of the Bronx, and their:2-year- 
old daughter, Beatrice, had been landed 
thirty minutes before the Mist began tq 
drag its anchors, in the yacht’s own yawl. 
They were taken to the Hotel Traymore 
for the night. 

The Mist reached the city shortly after 
dark. after a fight with heavy gales 
and rough seas all the way from Sandy 
Hook. Mrs. Darnell and her little daugh- 
ter were both iM, and when Mr. Binney 
concluded that it would be madness to 
attempt to enter the inlet without a pilot 
in the midst of the driving storm, the 
big yacht was run as close to the beach 
as possible, and the owner and his guests 
were landed on the beach drenched by 
the breakers, but uninjured. 

Almost immediately the big yacht began 
to drag om anchors under the stress of 
the and then the frightened crew 
sent ing into the sky the signals 
which alarmed life savers and brought 
throngs of visitors from the hotels, 

Capt. Lambert Parker of the Govern- 
ment crew, who boarded the Mist, found 
the crew of four sailors and a cook anx- 
ious to get ashore, and they were landed 
and taken to the life-saving station for 
the night. 

The men explained that the windlass had 
failed to work and that they were in 
momentary expectation of being driven 
ashore and drowned before they. could 
reach land through the breakers. The 
Mist is toSsing dangerously close to the 
long pier at Tennessee Avenue, 


WOMEN LOST IN FIRE. 


Several Philadelphia Families Trapped | ¥ 
In Burning Apart-aent House. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 17.-One woman 
is dead, two others are missing, and three 
are seriously injured, one perhaps fatally, 
as the result of a fire which to-day com- 
pletely destroyed the Hollingsworth Apart- 
ments at 4313-15 Walnut Street, the fash- 
ionable section of West Philadelphia. 

The flames started in the basement in 
the rear of the building, a five-story 
structure, occupied by fifteen families. 
About twenty persons’, mostly women, 
were in their rooms when the fire was 
discovered. When the alarm was sounded 








the elevator shaft and staircase which, 
Well, 


surrounds it were ablaze. The frightened 
women were obliged to make their way 
down a fire escape in-the rear of the 
building. Several of those who were in 
the front rooms had their escape cut off. 
Mrs. Frances Evans of Baltimore, who 
was visiting her daughter,’ Mrs. 
King, was assisted from the burning 
building by an elevator boy and her 
daughter, but died from shock when she 
reached @ neighboring house. Mrs. King 
was slightly burned. Mrs. 8, L, Carpen- 
ter, who is missing, was a paralytic, and 
was in her room on the third floor when 
the flames were discovered. Her nurse, 
Miss Elva Wirth, made ineffectual efforts 
to assist her from the building, but was 
finally obliged to save her own life by 
climbing’ from a window to an adjoining 
house. It is believed that Mrs. Carpen- 
ter perished. Mrs. D. O. Eaton was in 


her room when the fire occurred, and 
has not since been seen.

FAST RUN T0 CHICAGO 
TO SEE SICK FATHER 


In Special, Which Cost $3,075, 
John Farson, Jr., Makes Trip 
from New York in 17 Hours. 


HOPED TO BREAK RECORD 





Congestion of Traffic and Danger of 
Speeding Through Fogs Spolled 
“_ Chances@>f That.

CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—John Farson, Jr., 
arrived here from New York to-night on 
a@ special train which made‘the trip in 
seventeen hours to bring him to his father, 
John Farson, Sr., who is believed to be 
dying of heart disease. Mr. Farson paid 
$3,075 for the trip. 

The senior Farson became i]l suddenly 
at his residence in Oak Park shortly be- 
fore midnight Saturday. Last night it 
was decided to advise the son of the need 
of hastening home. Young Mr. Farson 
for the last five years has been the New 
York representative of the firm of Farson 
Son & Co., at 15 Broad Street. 

He received the message early this 
morning and at $8 A. M. got President W. 
C. Brown of the New York Central out 
of bed by telephone and arranged for a 
special train. 

At 5 o’clock the special left the Grand 
Centra] Station, and a record run was at- 
tempted, despite the unfavorable weather 
conditions. 

The Buffalo cut-off was reached at 
12:10 P. M., the run to Albany being slow 
on account of congestion of traffic. Bet- 
ter speed was made through the Mohawk 
Valley and Northern Ohio. The train 
was made a second division of the New 
York Central-ake Shore Train No. 23, 
which left New York last night at 6 
o’clock, and was due here to-night at 9, 
but was more than an hour late. 

The special left Elkhart to-night at 8:10 

o’clock and the final crew, consisting of 
Engineer J. W. Huaner Yager, Fireman 
R. J. Nelson, and Conductor W. H. Whit- 
worth, were Anstructed to make all speed 
possible. But here an unforeseen obstacle 
arose. It was a fog which was so dense 
that the huge electric headlight could not 
penetrate it. \ 
Consequently the train came to a full 
stop at almost every railroad crossing, 
and it was 10:30 before the 101 miles to 
Chicago were completed. Nearly an hour 
was consumed in the trip of less than 
five miles from Englewood to the La Salle 
Street Station. 

It had been hoped to make the trir 
in fifteen and one-half hours, breaking 
records, and netting the company about 
$300 more, but the weather conditions 
made it impdssible. 

The special train’s cost of $3,075 was 
divided as follows: 

Train of four cars and locomotive at 
the rate of $2 per mile on the basis of 
100 passengers, $1,825. 

Special Pullman ear, $150. 

One dollar per hour for each of 100 

assengers’ fares for each hour consumed 
n the trip under twenty-eight, $1,100 

The younger son, illiarn Farson, aged 
22 years, and some friends met John Far- 
son, Jr., at the station and took him to 
Oak Park in one of the banker’s motor’ 
cars. John Farson, Jr., had received a 
wire at Cleveland telling of his tather’s 
improvement, but the first words with 
which he greeted his brother were, ‘Is 
ne telegram true?

case he hurried to the automobile and 
urged that he be taken home as quickly 
as possible, 

The senior Mr. Farson has been a cen- 
tral figure of the business and social life 
of Chicago for many years. He has been 
in the banking business here since 1881, 
when he founded the firm of Farson, 
Leach & Co., whi@h is now Farson, Son & 
Co., with offices at 164 Dearborn Street, 
in the First National Bank Building, and 
a branch in the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing and in New York. 

To-night, after a conference of four 
physicians, it was announced that if as 
much progress was made during the night 
as was shown in the daytime, Mr. Farson 
might recover.

Mr. Vanderlip paid $1,824 for the train, 
which, based on the shortest trunk line 
distance, that of the Pennsyivania Rail- 
road, 912 miles, made $2 a mile. The 
train for the most part was hauled by 
ordinary locomotives. It consisted of four 
eoaches to act as dead weight and a pri- 
vate car for Mr. Vanderlip.

Philomeno Stansiella of 15 North Bond 
Street, Mount Vernon, died yesterday in 
the Mount Vernon Hospital of carbolic 
acid foisoning. He had taken the poison 
in the belief that it was a harmless in- 
ternal remedy for intestinal trouble. - , 

Had a messenger from the druggist who 
gave him the solution reached him five 
minutes earlier his life might have been 
saved, for the druggist discovered the 
mistake by which he had given Stansiella 
poison instead of the remedy his prescrip- 
tion called for a few minutes after the 
man left his place. 

This was on Sunday night. Stansiella, 
who was 2 laborer, took advantage of the 
day on which he did not work to visit his 
old doctor in ‘“ Little Italy,’ where he 
lived until a few months. ago. The man 
had been suffering with an intefnal dis- 
order for some time, and was under the 
care of Dr. Francisco Giovanelli of 243 
East 106th Street. 

The physician examined him on Sunday 
night, and after congratulating him on 
his improvement, gave him a prescription 
for additional medicine, with instructions 
to take it at stated interva.s. Stansiella 
took the prescription to the drug shop of 
Francisco La Scaléa, at 105th Street and 
Second Avenue. The druggist was busy 
preparing some carbolic acid, and he fin- 
ished his work before compounding Stan- 
siella’s prescription. 

Stansiella left the store and started 
back for Mount Vernon. La Scalea re- 
turned to his drug counter to prepare 
another prescription. He looked for the 
bottle of carbolic acid on which he had 
been at work, and, to his horror, found 
instead the newly prepared bottle con- 
taining the harmless remedy ordered by 
Dr. Giovanelli. 

The druggist wag.frightened nearly out 
of his wits by his discovery. He had no 
idea of the identity of his customer, but 
he dla have Dr. Giovanelli’s prescriptfn, 
and learning the physician’s name and 
address from that he set out to find him. 
At the doctor’s home he learned that he 
was out on a professional call. The fright- 
ened druggist hurried after him and found 
him after a chase over half of Harlem. 

Dr.- Giovanellf gave him Stanstella’s 
name and address, and La Scalea, recall- 
ing a friend in Meunt Vernon, sought to 
saye time by telephoning to him. This 
man was Pasquale Papa of 135 Fourth 
Avenue, ahd he gromised to go to Stan- 
siella’s home at once and prevent “his 
taking the poison. This much done, there 
was nothing for La Scalea to do but to 
wait, and as the minutes passed his sus- 
pense became almost unbearable. 

At last’ however, his telephone bell 
rang and the druggist responded. It was 
Papa on the other en@, and to La Scalea’ Cy 
excited demands: 

“Did you stop him? Did you stop 
him?” . Papa replied that he had reached 


Stansiella’s house @ moment too late. The 
inan had taken a-dose of the poison. 

Stansiella was hurried to the hospital, 
but he had already sunk too low to be 
resuscitated and died fiye minutes after, 
his arrival. 

“Coroner Boedecker of Mount Verne 
notified Coroner Feinberg here and the 
latter ordered tke police to arrest La 
Scalea.

It was a lively day for the shirt- 
waist strikers yesterday. Just after sun- 
set Miss Inez Milholland, the Vassar 
graduate who is studying law at New 
York University and has taken a keen 
interest in'the affairs of the strikers, and 
her escort, Lieut. Henry W. Torney of 
the United States Army were standing 
in front of a waist factory in Waverley 
Plate. Capt. Dominick Henry of the 
Me: .r Street Station objected because. 
the strikers marched past Miss Milhol- 
land and spoke to her. He ordered the 
girls to stop marching. 

“Magistrate Barlow told us we were 
within our rights so long as we kept 
moving,” suggested Miss Milholland, ad- 
vancing a step, with the crowd following 
closely. By this time there were close to 
500 strikers and their sympathizers. 

‘‘¥ou must stop this at once,” exclaimed 
Capt. Henry. 

But Miss Milholland and thé others 
showed no signs of stopping. Capt. 
Henry called to his men to arrest the 
strikers. He set them an example by 
arresting Lena Rabinowitz, of 633 Fifth 
Street. Several strikers pressed up close 
and some one grabbed Capt. Henry by 
the coattail and nearly pulled his coat 
off. Police Lieut. Underhill of Inspector 
Daly's staff, seized Annie Finkelstein 
of 106 Essex Street, who, he said, was 
the one who had tugged at Capt. Henry’s 
coattails. 

Fourteenagirls were urrested and taken 
to the Mercer Street Station. Miss Mil- 
holland and Lieut. Troney followed. and 
upon reaching the station Miss Milholland 
asked the desk Lieutenant why the strik- 
ers had been arrésted. Capt. Henry told 
his men to arrest Miss Milholland and 
the Lieutenant. Miss Milholland was 
turned over to Matron Goodwin. At 7 
o’clock her father, Johg Milholland, ar- 


jrived"and gave bail for his daughter and 


Lieut. Torney, -offering as bond 4,000 
acres of land in Essex County, N. Y., 
which he said was worth $200,000 and 
was without incumbrance. 

When the fourteen girls were arraigned 
before Magistrate Kernochan in the 
Night Court the Magistrate refused to 
entertain the charges of disorderly con: 
duct which nad been entered against 


ithem. But on the testimony of Police- 


man ‘Nelson the charge was hurriedly 
changéd to “unlawful assembling.” The 
girls waived examination and were held 
for General Sessions in $300 bail each. 

Miss Milholland and her lawyer, Freé- 
erick L. Taylog, appeared in the Night 
Court and MisS Milholland informed the 
Magistrate that she would like to have 
her _case tried right away. 

‘‘If Miss Milholland wishes' to give her- 
self up now she may surrender and [I 
will put har with the others in the pen,” 
said the eemerrate. Miss Milholland sud- 
denly changed her mind, and left the 
court. She and Lieut. Torney will have 
a hearing this morning.

makers to act as an arbitrator in settling 
the differences between the strikers and 
their employers. The Mayor declined to 
act without the voluntary ¢o-opé@cation 
of both sides, but promised to look into 
the matter thoroughly and see what he 
could do about it.

| weeks owing to the strike. Recently they 
wete arrested for picketing. Grace was 
fined $10 and Angelica was sent to Black- 
well’s Island for five days. Angelica, who 
Gs only 15 years old, and her sister com- 
plained that the Magistrates were very 
severe, and they cited their own cases 
as examples. After they had left the

Last night EN ER told Chief of 
Police McCabe that he would probably be 
ready to-day to make a “clean breast”’ 
of the whole affair. At noon to-day the 
prisoner sent for the Sheriff, but when 
that official arrived Schermerhorn had 
changed his mind about confessing. Bate 
in the afternoon he sent again for the of- 
ficials, and in the presence of his mother 
and sister made his statement. 

Schermerhorn’s condition is rapidly im- 
proving, and the self-inflicted razor 
wound on his neck is healing. He will be 
removed to the county jail in a few days 
and his case presented to the April Grand 
Jury.

‘Government Paid His Traveling Ex- 
penses Across Continent, Says Ne’ 
braskan—Secretary Makes Denial.

WASHINGTON,\ Jan. 17. — Serious 
charges of favoritism and extravagant 
use of public money while he was Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office 
were made. to-day against Richard A-- 
Ballinger, now Secretary of the Interior. 
The charges were made by Representa- 
tive Hitchcock of Nebraska. After listen- 
ing to them, the House Committee on 
Expenditures in the Interior Department 
decided to make an investigation inde 
pendent of that of the joint committes 
which will take up the BalligeT ae 
controversy. 

On hearing of Mr. Hitchcock’s 8 charges, 
Secretary Ballinger to-night vigorously 
denied them, characterizing them as “ ri- 
diculous.’’ 

The most important allegation of Mr. 
Hitchcock is that funds of the Interior 
Department were improperly used in pay- 
ing private traveling expenses of Secre- 
tary Ballinger’s second cousin, Jack Bal- 
linger of Seattle. , 

Mr. Hitchcock’s charges were presented 
at a special meeting which the committee 
called to permit him to substantiate his 
allegations on the floor of the House last 
month in regard to extravagance in the 
Interior Department. He présented a 
statement in which he said that when Mr. 
Ballinger became Land Commissioner he 
made a place for his second cousin, who 
is a lawyer, and gave him a salary of 
$2,000 a year He accomplished this, Mr. 
Hitchcock charged, by reducing the salary 
of a law clerk named Wright from $2,000 
to $1,400 a year and giving the §2,000 
place thus made vacant to his cousin. 
Jack Ballinger took the place, however, 
not under the title of law clerk, Mr. 
Hitchcock said, but under the title cre- 
ated by Mr. Ballinger’s order of confiden- 
tial clerk. 

*“*I have been ‘told,” said Mr. Hitchcock, 
“that Wright died of disappointment - 
and humiliation soon thereafter.’’

‘“The man who previously held the 
place died, and I was appointed to fill 
the vacancy, so that I took no one’s place. 
That is all there is to the affair.” 


FEWER ARRESTS, IN 1909. 


Of the 147,505 in Magistrates’ Courts 
84,974 Were Convicted or Held. 


The annual report of Philip Bloch, Chief 


Clerk of the Board of Magistrates, which 
is now partially prepared, will show that 
there were 27,766 fewer prisoners in the 
Magistrates’ Courts in 1909 than in 1908. 
The total number of arrests for 1908 was 
175,271. For the year ended Dec, 31, 1909, 
the records show 147,505 arrests. 

Of the 175,271 persons arrested in 1908, 
96,875 were convicted or. held for. trial. 
Of the 147,505 arrested in 1909, 84,974 were 
either convicted or held for trial.

WANT ROOSEVELT OUTDONE 








Think Congress Line-Up Will Be Like 
That of Last, Administration— 
Will Make Strong Fight.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 -The signs of 
the last few days indicate a turning in 
the whole aspect of the Taft Administra- 
tion. The confusion in both regular and 
insurgent camps caused by the special 
message from the President seems to have 
been calmed by the Administration bills 
already introduced or being privately cir- 
culated among the Senators by the Cabi- 
net officers particularly interested in 
drafting them. Persons in a position to 
feel the pulse of Congress, and indirectly 
the: pulse of the, country, declare that 
from the point of view of political ef- 
fect, the Administration has reached a 
crisis, the: passing of which will have 
far-reaching and important results. 

According to these men, the next few 
weeks of the present session of Cungress 
will see the country returning to some- 
thing like the alignment that grew to be 
considered normal in the seven years of 
the Roosevelt terms. The attitude of dis- 
guiseaii hostility which the regulars are 
gradually assuming to the President’s ad- 
vanced bills for cgpservation and control 
of inter-State commerce, it is said, will 
restore the old-time popularity of the 
Adininistration and weld the so-called in- 
surgent States of the Middle West togeth- 
er in enthusiastic support of the Taft 
policies. 

soxcept for Senators Bristow of Kansas 
and La Fellette of Wisconsin, the in- 
surgents in the upper house are deeply 
impressed with the wisdom and sincerity 
of the President's plans, as embodied in 
the bills drafted under his supervision. 
The complement of this important fact, 
which is counted on to carry the popular 
wave still higher, is that in both House 
and Senate, in spite of all public pro-

evil, and the slogan of the insurgents in 
the fight they propose to make will be 
‘‘Let us vote on the President’s bills. 


The President’s Attitude. 


They are not much intimidated by the 
suggestion from certain quarters that the 
President will not welcome their inter- 
ference. It is true that they have not 
ecarricd their extreme programme to the 
White House’ for indorsement, but it is 
expected that they soon will, They plan 
to tell the President that he proposes in 
concise form exactly what they and their 
constituents want, and that the regulars 
are bitterly opposed to the whole prv- 
gramme. They will then propose their 
scheme for holding up the appropriations 
anc preventing Congrcss from adjourning 
before the work is done, and ask the 
President if he has another suggestion 
to make. 

It is feared in some quarters that Sena- 
tor Aldrich and his followers may simply 
let the bills come up and then accomplish 
their work of emasculation by the in- 
sertion of subtle clauses here and there. 
Against such tactics the insurgents will 
be on the watch, but in such a fight they 
fear they might be in the position forced 
on them last year of seeming to oppose 
the President, when in reality they were 
opposing simply Mr, Aldrich’s interpreta- 
tion of the President’s programme. 

The fight will probably begin next week 
with the repgrt from the Public Lands 
Committee on the bills on conservation. 


TOO MUCH MACHINE CHARITY. 


President Finley Thinks We 
Some Neighborliness Here. 


At, the annual meeting of the Public 
Education Association at the home of 
Mrs. Ernesto G. Fabbri, 11 East Sixty- 
second Street, last night, President John 
H. Finley of the College of the City of 
New York was the principal speaker. 

‘What we need,” said he, “is not 
more societies with altruistie’ purposes, 
but more common sense. If by any 
chance an impoverished Zulu should suc- 
ceed in evading the Immigration Inspec- 
tors and entering the city, we should have 
forthwith a Society for the Care of Im- 
poverished Zulus. And if any one should 
invent such a creature as a two-thirds 
orphan, there would be formed a Society 
for the Relief pt Two-thirds Orphans. 
What we need is organization, a untfying 
of forces to attack misery, instead of. a 
number of societies which act merely as 
skirmishers in the fight against human 
ills. 

“The old conception of a child was a 
soul coming into the world with a nebula 
of heaven. Nowadays a child enters life 
as.a municipal vital statistic. The Tene- 
ment House Department is on hand if he 
is a poor child to see. that he gets the 
prescribed amount of air, the Health De- 
partment to taste his milk, to see that {t 
is free from bacilli, to filter._the water he 
drinks, to test his medicines, to remove 
his tonsils; the public schools to educate 
him, recreation commissions to guide him 
in his play, the municipal hospital ambu- 
lance to pick him up if he falls by the 
wayside, and the Coroner and the Com- 
missioner of Charities to,bury him. 

‘*T remember( as a school teacher on 
the prairies, that chalk was the only thing 
supplied; now we have pens, pencils, 
paper, textbooks, microscopes, test tubés, 
laboratory appliances, basket balls, punch- 
ing bags, and pianos supplied in the pub- 
lic schools. 

‘The change of private charities into 
public managed ciiarities, where each citi- 
zen pays his compulsory alms to a Com- 
missioner of Charities, has been an ossi- 
tying process. What we need is neighbor- 
liness, with its patience, its kindliness, 
and its spontaneity. There is danger in 


giving too much of our altruistic activity 
over to the care of paid administrators."’

William Barnes, Jr., the political boss 
of Albany, and one of the most influential 
raen of the Republican State Organiza- 
‘ion, said that it would always be remem- 
bered that Gov. Hughes had not himself 
authorized the announcement that he 
would retire with the end of his present 
term. The same statement was made be- 
fore the Governor was renominated in 
1G08. 

“If the Governor is going to quit, when 
his term expires, and has made up his 
mind definitely to that effect, it means 
cHat we will have to look around for 
sunie other man, that is all. . 

‘“‘l¢ Mr. Hughes wanted a renomination 
he could have it. I for one should be 
opposed to tne nomination of some one 
else if he were in the field, as a candi- 
date for the nomination. I am pretty well 
satisfied that he is out of it, though. It 
has been the impresston among Repub- 
licans for some time that he would not 
take a renomination. Yor all that until 
he makes a statement himself the situa- 
tion is more or less unsettled.”’

RAILWAY DIVIDENDS LOWER. 
Report of Public Service Commission 
Shows Large Decrease. 


‘ ALBANY, -Jan. 17.—The annual. report 
of the Public Service Commission, sub- 
mitted to the Legislature to-day, shows 
‘that the commission has jurisdiction over 
$811 corporations, municipalities, and in- 
dividuals engaged; in serving the public 
in some capacity, or incorporated for the 
purpose of rendering such service. 

The steam railroad corporations number 
186, street railroad corporations, 139; ex- 
press companies, 6; sleeping car company, 
1; electrical corporations and plants, 292, 
and gas corporations of various kinds, 
187. The steam railroad mileage is 8,164, 
and, including all main yard and siding 
tracks, 16,477. The electric railroad mile- 
age is 2,744.54. 

The figures cover the operations of the 
great systems of the New York Central, 
Erie, Lackawanna, Lehigh, Lake Shore, 
and Michigan Southern, Boston & Maine, 


New Haven, Delaware & Hudson; and 
others of lesser magnitude. They show 
that the gross and net earnings from op- 
eration both reached their maximum 
amount in the year ended June 3v, 1908. 
The gross earnings were larger that year 
than any previous year. The gross earn- 
ings for the year ended June 30, 1909, 
were léss than for the Year ended June 
30, 1908, by $52,373, or one-hundredth of 
1 per cent. Expenses of operation for 
1909 were decreased from the previous 
year 6.51 per cent. Comparing these same 
years, net earnings»from operation. were 
increased 12.93 per cent., the ton-miles of 
fright carried were decreased nine-hun- 
dredths of 1 per cent., and the passen- 
ger miles were decreased eight-tenths of 
1 per cent.

John Burns has so far outlived his fa- 
mous dictum that no man could honestly 
earn more than $2,500 a year, that he 
holds a $10,000 position, and is likely to be 
promoted to a $25,000 position, alinough 
his style of living remains as moderate as 
ever.

TO PROTECT LIFE 





Leaders at Albany Believe That 
Needed Legislation Can Be 
Passed This Season. 





REASONABLE SPEED RULE 





Speaker Wadsworth Thinks Massachu- 
setts Law Will Be a Good Guide— 
Meeting the Governor’s Objections.

ALBANY, Jan. 17.—Statements made by 
leaders in both Houses of the Legislature 
to-night warrant the prediction that auto- 
mobile legislation along the lines suggest- 
ed by articles in THE NEw YorK TIMES 
will be passed at the present session. 
Representatives of various organizations 
interested in this question have been in- 
vited to meet the legislators and make 
recommendations as to the regulation nec- 
essary to protect the public from the reck- 
ess driver on one hand and on the other 
to protect owners of automobiles in the 
legitimate use of their cars. \ 
Speaker Wadsworth said tonight that 
the outlook for effective auto legislation 
this session was bright. The Speaker 
thought that the lines 1alid down in the 
recently enacted Massachusetts auto law 
might b3 foHowed with profit. This Jaw 
provides for-a ‘“ reasonable” rate of 
speed, makes a speed of more than twenty 
miles an hour on country roads presumpt- 
ive’ evidence of recklessness, gives cities 
and towns the right to regulate the auto 
traffic to meet focal conditions, provides 
for the registration of all motor vehicles 
and the licensing of drivers, and provides 
severe penalties for violation of the law. 
““I have received a memorandum from 
the Automobile Club of America,” . said 
Speaker Wadsworth. ‘ The club seems to 
favor a drastic law, but at the samg time 
advocates the abolition of the speed 
limit and the substitution of a provision 
which would require the driver of an au- 
tomobile to drive his vehicle at a reason- 
able rate of speed. This seems to me 
sensible. It may be safe under certain 
circumstances to drive an automobile at 
thirty miles an hour, and where this is 
safe this ought to be permitted. At the 
same time one may kill a little child 
when running at only eight miles an hour 
or less. I believe the safest way is to 


leave this to the judgment of the chauf- 
feur and place the burden of proof that 
he has exercised due precaution on him.” 

‘““Do you believe chauffeurs should be 
examined as to their qualifications and ]i- 
censed?’’ Speaker Wadsworth was asked. 

“I certainly believe they should be 
licensed,’’ was his reply. ‘ Whether they 
should be examined as to their fitness 
is another question, to which I have not 
given sufficient study to answer. It 
would make it necessary for the State 
to provide machinery for the purpose.”’ 

‘*Do you believe that owners of auto- 
mobiles should be examined as to their 
qualifications for.running such vehicles? ”’ 

**I believe there.is less need for that 
than in the case of the chauffeurs. The 
records show that most accidents are due 
to reckless driving and occur when the 
chauffeurs have taken motor vehicles left 
in their care without the owner’s con- 
sent, and in his. absence are entertaining 
their friends on what is known as joy 
riding. An owner is always more care- 
ful, knowing that the risk resulting from 
an accident is all his, and in most cases, 
too, he is a person of responsibility.’’ 

Speaker Wadsworth was asked whether 
he thought the Governor’s recommenda: 
tion that a severe penalty be provided for 
drivers of motor vehicles who escape or 
attempt to escape after causing loss of 
life should be carried out by legislative 
enactment. 

‘‘Tt seems to me,” he replied, ‘* that 
this would create a double penalty, one 
for recklessness and -the other for escap- 
ing. I think the constitutionality of any 
such act would be doubtful; it is pureiy 
a. question of law, of course. Nobody is in 
sympathy with a person who is cowardly 
enough tv run.away after having run 
over somebody, but we must be guided 
by what is good or bad law when we en- 
act measures.”’ 

Senator Jotham P. Allds, majority leader 
of the upper house, said to THE TIMEs’s 
correspondent: 

“Tt is pretty safe to say that a law 
will be enacted at this sessiecn providing 
for the lieensing of chauffeurs and the 
establishment of an educational test for 
drivers of motor vehicles. I do not know 
whether there will be an age limit estab- 
lished for chauffeurs; that is a matter 
that probably will be given due consid- 
eration when the time. comes. I do not 
think & new commission will be estab- 
lished to conduct the examination and 
licensing of chauffeurs. The Secretary 
of State or the State Highway Commis- 
sioners can easily be equipped with the 
necessary machinery for taking .care of 
that matter.’’ 

Senator Seth G. Heacock, Chairman of 
the’ Committee on Internal Affairs of 
towns and counties, which would h&ve to 
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take up the preparation of any auto legis- 
lation that comes before the Senate, said 
there was no reason why there could Bet

FAVORS CURRENCY REFORM 











Woodrow Wilson Sees Peril to the 
Nation In Too Much Industrial 
Concentration. 





Currency reform was discussed last 
night by Franklin MacVeagh, Secretary 
of the Treasury, at the annual dinner of 
the bankers of New York, known as 
Group Hight of the New York State Bank- 
ers’ Association, at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Nearly every prominent banker in the 
city was present. 

Mr. MacVeagh reviewed the monetary 
system of the country and argued that 
the basis for a world system must rest 
in the domestic system. He said that 
perfect stability could never obtain until 
the day of financial panics passes. He 
advocated that the financial system of 
the country be reformed as a Naticnal 
necessity. 

Senator Aldrich, who was expected to

ident Woodrow Wilson of Princeton Uni- 
versity and F. Hopkinson Smith. 

The burden of President Wilson's re- 
marks was that New York was entirely 
too provincial, and its bankers too much 
centred in the affairs of their own in- 


stitutions. He said he was led to take 
the view that the country at large does 
not trust the bankers. He deplored the 
fact that too much concentration of busi- 
ness interests existed in one individual. 

J. Pierpont Morgan, who sat next the 
speaker, apeenes these sentiments, and 
when Mr. ‘ilson finished he arose and 
shook him warmly by the hand. ,

Mr. MacVeagh’s Speech. 


Mr. MacVeagh said: 
“Since I have been Secretary of the 


speeches, when I can, in writing, for it 
may become necessary at any time to 
Treasury I have felt it prudent to put my 
prove an alibi. 

‘When we became a world power, or, 
to state it better perhaps, when we be- 
came a world nation, the change was 
very sudden. “We evidently had been a 
long time preparing for it and were 
ready and waiting. It was as if the ma- 
chinery had all been put in place and it 
was only required that somebody-should 
touch the button. The Spanish war 
touched the button. It was our diplomacy 
that most quickly expanded to meet the 
new conditions. Following the interna- 
tionalizing of our diplomacy came the 
practical acknowledgment of our country 
that it must take up its share not only 
of the white man’s burden but its share 
of the entire burden of developing mod- 
ern government and modern society 
throughovt the world. 

“This great new departure in diplomacy 
and in the extension of dur governmental 
sphere seemed at the moment all that 
the new National development demanded. 
But it has become quite clear that the 
character of a world-wide trade Nation 
involves other things besides. It involves 
reat reciprocal world-wide trade. And it 
nvolves also what is interesting to us 
especially this evening, a world banking 
system, 

“A nation with our great population 
and wealth, with our great purchasing 
power, and with our immense productions 
involving a great and growing selling 
power ‘cannot complete itself without a 
banking system that can take its place 
to the very best advantage not only in 
national but in international business. It 
became inevitable from the moment that 
we became a world nation that we should 
adjust ourselves to world commerce and 
to financ+. 


A Newry World Scope. 


“We must be jn a position to share not 


only in the profits but in the responsibil- 
ity of world finance. We are really not 
permitted any longer, even if we were 
willing, to be &@ mere junior partner, or 
perhaps no partner at ail, in the financial 
orerations of the great world. Our wealth, 
our trade, our territorial possessions, our 
specific interests in various smaller coun- 
tries make it inevitable that we must 
have a world banking and financial sys- 
tem. 

‘* But, of course, the basis for a world 
banking system is the domestic banking 
system. Banking, iike charity, begins at 
home. And unless a nation has a sound, 
useful, and wise national banking system 
and facilities there is nothing upon which 
to build largely and sufely a world sys- 
tem. A nation that is, for instance, sub- 
oc to sudden and unforeseen panics, or, 
ndeed, to any panics at all, cannot pre- 
tend to be a safe leader or safe reliance 
for the world. Until we get rid of panics, 
which are wholly unnecessary and readily 
avoidable, we cannot claim for a moment 
to have a domestic financial system that 
the world can rely upon or that we our- 
selves can rely upon. And we can never 
have the confident business respect of 
the world as long as we provide in our 
financial system—as we do provide—for 
these devastating and discreditable up- 
ee which rightly belong to the dark 
ages Of business. 

‘“‘Nor can we indulge in National or in- 
ternational pretensions as long as we 
have no banking reserve that is worthy of 
the name. Our reserve is a reserve only 
in terrns. Our system is directed really 
to the prevention of a reserve. y re- 
serve 1 mean, of course, a reserve to 
meet adequately the special exigencies of 
the busivess world- a reserve that is re- 
served for any and all needs at any time 
and all times. 

‘And we cannot have this reserve, of 
any other protection against the stress 
and storm of our financial life, as long as 
we refuse to lodge somewBere the power 
of continuous expausion and contraction 
of the currency in accordance with the 
needs of business, no matter how great 
these needs are and no matter how ex- 
pectec or unexpected they may be. 

‘“{t must always be remembered re- 
s}ecting banking reserves and currency 
reserves that almost the most important 
thing is the absolute confidence that they 
are aveilable at any and gill times. If 
this eenfidence is once and for all esiab- 
lished, then the actual needs which draw 
upon these reserves ure reduced to the 
normal and are shorn of all their dangers. 

** But this confidence cannot be estab- 
lished and maintained without a system 
of banking reserves anc currency reserves 
that are real and not fanciful—that aie 
actual and not orly theoretical. Panics, 
which our financial system—or our finan- 
cial no-system—breeds, just as certain dis- 
tricts used to breed spasms of yellow 
fever, would pass away if the certainty 
were established that sornewhere there 
was tlie ability to met and mdster every 
exigency. 

‘“Panics proceed from the communica- 
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tion of fear from one to another, as the 
mosquitos carry the yellow fever trom one 
t> another..._memove the fear and you 
criagicate the panic, just as by removing 
the mosquito you eradicate the yellow 
fever. For my part, I think that panics 
and yellow fever are two of a kind. 

‘‘ But in removing this fear and in estab- 
lishing these sources of reserves we will 
inevitably diminish the present abnormal! 
ami iriesistible stimulus to spectiation 
and promotion and expansion which so 
congests the blood vessels of our s)]/°cu-

“* We need, therefore, a reformed finan- 
cial system, primarily as a National ne- 
cessity: but we need it also as a basis 
upon which to build our influence and 
at neers in the finances of the 
world. 

“It is well for me of the National Ad- 
ministration to think and say these 
things, though I profess and intend to 
keer ar open mind as to the details of re- 
forrm until we have the report of the 
Mcnetary Commission. When the Mone- 
tery Commission report is in, then it 
wi'l become the duty of the Administra- 
tien, and of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury as a part of the Administration, (9 
express judgment as to the proposals and 
previsions for a revised system. 


No Report This Session. 
‘We shall have to possess our souls 
in patience, however, for I fancy we are 
not to have any monetary report during 
this session of Congress. This, when 
translated into the political vernacular, 


means that we shall not have any report 
until after the next election. 

‘We might easily lay too much stress 
upon the importance of maintaining some 
particular feature of our own system; 
and it is, of course, admitted that our 
system is tremendously at fault, and must 
in ee eg particulars be radically cor- 
rected. But we could not very well lay 
too much stress upon the importance of 
regarding our own National character- 
istics and conditions. 

“It seems to be neécessary that we 
should have a financial systein that is the 
outgrowth of our own National character 
and our own National situations. In the 
end our system must so far conform to 
the financial systems of all the great 
financial nations as to fit us for a share 
in the work of the world’s monetary 
operations. 

‘* But on the other hand there seems to 
be a certainty of more ultimate dissimi- 
larity than of similarity between other 
systems and our own. And when we have 
wisely adjusted ourselves and related our- 
selves profoundly to the financial systems 
of Europe, we shall find ourselves left, I 
believe, with an American svstem of 
banking and currency that wiil be dis- 
tinctivety our own. So that such a ques- 
tion as that of a central bank, for ex- 
amodle, does not depend enttirely upon the 
success of the central bank in European 
finance; though that success, being uni- 
versally acknowledged, constitutes a 
great presumption in its favor. 

“The remaining question is the chief 
one, which is as to whether a central 
bank of the European order can be intro- 
duced into our system so that it can per- 
form the same useful office that it un- 
doubtedly performs in European finance. 
I think we will have to wait, at least for 
the report of the Monetary Commission, 
before we can finally answer that ques- 





tion. 

“And now, having spoken of monetary 
matters that are in the future, I will say 
a few words about a matter of present | 
Government financing. There are one or | 
two things in this connection in which lL 
feel a strong present interest. 

“The Goverment may need to market 

some bonds. Indeed, quite apart from 
the cash needs of the Treasury, Con- 
gress, with the approval of the President 
and the Treasury Department, very de- 
liberately authorized a new issue of bonds 
to cover the entire cost of the Panama 
Canal; including the debt already accrued 
to the genera] fund of the Treasury, and 
it is now the National policy to pay for 
this canal by an issue of fifty-year bonds 
SO as to spread the cost of it over a gen- 
craticn or two. 
“This policv has the approval undoubt- 
In connection with 
this issue of bonds, if it shall be made, 
I feel two matters to be very important 
and with respect to which not only the 
interest but the honor of the Government 
is involved. We have outstanding about 
$730,000,000 of 2 per cent. bonds, though 
2 per cent. interest was never the meas- 
ure of the Government's credit; and, of 
course, it is not now.

‘* Now, in issuing new bonds, either to 
replenish the cash in the Treasury when 
that beconies necessary, or to fund the 
resent debt of the Panama Canal to the 
Treasury, or to pey for the canal’s fur- 
ther construction, my feeling is that we 
are bound to see to it that the new bonds, 
if tve tissue them—and I hope we may be 
orie tr) issue them if we have to issue 
any....ng—shall not be permitted to pile 
themselves on the top of this inert, this

‘‘ We have certainly issued enough bonds 
that are practically unmarketable; and 
tiie loss of twenty-five or thirty millions 
ut doliars, already’ sustained by our Na- 
tional banks through these 2 per cent.

“Therefore, I maintain that the Gov- 
sue of bonds may go, or have at any 
rate fair opportunity to go, into the hands 
oy real investors.

“There are many among you,” he said, 
‘‘who have a wide scope of view, and 
an elevated spirit, but who, nevertheless, 
take the view that the only idea worth 
while is that which, profits your particu- 
lar bank. The City of New York is a 
provincial community. It is centred too 
much upon itself.’’ 

President Wilson said he found that in 
the city papers the general news was gen- 
erally crowded out, and he had to sub- 
scribe to a country newspaper to learn 
the happenings of the United States. If 
the bankers of New York want to keep 
their precedence in the affairs of the 
Nation, he said, they would have to shape 
themselves to become statesmen. The big 
borrower, he said, had arrived, and the 
future depended upgn the borrower. 

The trouble with most bankers, he said, 
was that they studied only the road to} 
profit and to the jail. The trusts, he|

GRAND JURY TAKES 
INSURANGE SCANDAL 





Considers Only Matters Relating 
to Annual Reports Made by 
Syracuse Concern. 
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TEVIS DOES NOT TESTIFY 





Leave Town—Travers 
Already Gone After Examination by 
Insurance Department Officials.

SYRACUSE, Jan. 17.—The State Insur- 
ance Department busied itself here to- 
day with the affairs of the People’s 
Mutual Life Insurance Association and 
League. Supt. W. H. Hotchkiss was in 
charge, and he and some of his officials 
were in constant consultation with Dis- 
trict Attorney George H. Bond of Onon- 
daga County regarding the presentation 
of evidence before the Grand Jury. 

When the Grand Jury adjourned this 
afternoon, it was said that\ no vote had 
been taken on any matter relating to the 
People’s Mutual affair. The only eyi- 
dence submitted, it was reported, was of 
two cases, and these related to the annual 
reports of the society to the department. 
Another case, also connected with the re- 
ports, it was believed, would be presented 
to-morrow. 

It was reported that at the session to- 
day no evidence was offered by the de- 
partment for the Grand Jury to consider 
whieh could be considered as bearing on 
a charge of conspiracy by which $150,000 
of the funds of the People’s Mutual had 


| been diverte-] from the assets of the so- 


ciety, What the department has in re- 
serve ol this phase of the matter the of- 
ficials refused to discuss to-day. 

Supt. Hotchkiss said early to-day that 
he might make a written statement on the 
case later, but to-night he weuld not dis- 
cuss the matter in any way. 

At the hearing before Justice Andrews 
on Saturday it was stated by Attorney 
General O'Malley that it was expected that 
William Travers, manager of the Farm- 
ers’ Bank of Canada at Toronto, would 
give evidence to show that the deposit of 
$150,000 by the People’s Mutual in his 
bank, and the loan by the bank of a like 
amount to John Tevis to purchase the con- 
tracts of Reed, Debarr @& Peck, was one 
transaction, the bank acting as a third 
party. 

Messrs. Travers and Tevis, who came 
here Sunday, submitted to an examina- 
tion by the Insurance Department offi- 
cials. The minutes of these examinations 
were not filed to-day and neither of the 
men was sworn before the Grand Jury. 
Mr. Travers left early to-day and Mr. 
Tevig said he should leave to-night. He 
was uncommunicative, as were the other 
interested men who were seen.

CARDINAL GIBBONS PROTESTS. 


Food Prices Are Out of All 
He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—‘‘ Most of the 
prices for ‘food products are clearly out 
of all reason,’”’ said Cardinal Gibbons 
last night,’’ and the people cannot go on 
paying: such prices when they are not 
earning any more than they were some 
years ago when prices were not so high.” 

The Cardinal was unable to assign a 
reason for the high prices that prevail, 
but he said something ‘‘ evidently is wrong 
when many of the commonest necessities 
in foods are priced at such enormous fig- 
ures.”’ 

‘Something must be done soon.”’ said 
the Cardinal, *“‘to put the prices of food 
on a reasonable basis, and any method 
which will bring this about I indorse.’’ 
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IMPURE MEAT SOLD IN STATE. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Urges 
Surveillance Over Abattoirs. 


ALBANY, Jan. 17.—In his annual report 
to the Legislature, Raymond A, Pearson, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, recommends 
that legislation be enacted to provide for 
& proper surveillance over the abattoirs 
of the State. The Commissioner points 
out that practically the only inspected 
meat sold in New York State is the prod- 
uct of abattoirs enjoying Federal meat 
inspection, which is limited to those plauts 
dcing an inter-State business,.and it is a 
maiter of common knowledge that live 
stcck which would not be accepted at 
such plants is sometimes taken to abat- 
toirs where no inspection obtains and the 
meat is sold wholly within the State. 
Tkus the Federal meat inspection serv- 
ice—the proportional cost of which borne 
by the people of New York State be- 
ing about $300,000 per annum—does not 
serve fully to protect the markets of 
this State against unwholesome meat and 
does serve to give an advantage to live 
steck interests of other States that desire 
= eeu. their products in New York 

The Commissioner says that rabies has 
increased to an alarming extent. A large 
number of horses, cows, sheep, and swine 
}have died on account of bites of rabid 
dogs, and official reports show that forty- 
six persons died in New York City from 


rabies or hydrophobia during the riod 
from Jan. 1, 1907, to May 1, 1309. - 


ASKS BEEF TRUST INQUIRY. 


Investigation of Cost of Meat and Fire 
Insurance Sought by Legislators. 


Special fo The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 17.—That there should 
be legislJative investigation of the charge 
that rates for fire insurance and the 
prices of meat are kept too high for the 
average wage earner was the theme of 
four resolutions introduced to-night in 
the Assembly. 

Edwin A. Merritt, majority leader, in 
behalf of Assemblyman J. J, McInerny 
of Monroe, presented a resolution which, 
i fadopted, will authorize the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee, composed of 
three Senators and five Assemblymen, 
to inquire into complaints that the pres- 
ent laws do not safeguard the interests 
of the policy holders and that through 
pools and unlawful agreements the rates 
of fire insurance, especially in New York 
City, are excessive. The committee would 
have the power to call for books and pa- 
pers and exercise powers similar to those 
of the Armstrong Committee, which in- 
vestigated the affairs of the life insur- 
ance companies. 

Assemblyman James J. Hoey of New 
York, who is in the real estate and insur- 
ance business, presented a similar reso- 
lution, referring in the preamble to the 
report of the recent investigation of the 
Phenix Fire Insurance ‘ompany of 
Brooklyn and other companies whicn 
show that ‘‘gross abuses exist in the 
conduct of administration offices of in- 
ve companies doing business in the 

ate.”’ 

Resolutions complaining of the cost of 
living were introduced by Assemblyman 
Andrew F. Murray of New York and 
Minority Leader Daniel F. Frisbie. Mr. 
Murray asks the Legislature to request 
the Attorney General of the United States 
and the Attorney General of New York 
State to inquire into charges that the 
packing companies have entered into An 
agreement to keep.up prices of beef and 
meat products. Proceedings to dissolve 
the monopoly and to ‘“ prosecute crim- 
inally all concerned in such conspiracy ”’ 
are asked for. The resolution declares 
that prices are higher than at any other 
time in the history of the country and 
are out of proportion to the: ability of 
wage earners to pay. The resolution 
points also to the statement that ‘Swift 
& Co. paid a dividend of 14 per cent. on 
$60,000,000, and that the Swift Company 
and the National Packing Company have 
by agreement controlled the supply. 

Mr. Frisbie’s resolution asks for an in- 
vestigation of the meat and produce busi- 
ness by @ legislative committee, stating 
that the Department of Agriculture had 
Shown that the profits of the business 


did not reach the stock producer or the 
farmer. 


THOUSANDS TO EAT NO MEAT. 


Ohioans to Abstain for a Month as Pro- 
test Against High Prices. 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 17.—Cleveland’s 
anti-meat strike as a protest at the in- 
creased cost of living was in full swing 
to-day. It is estimated that fully 6,090 
men have signed a pledge to abstain 
from meat for a month in an effort to 
break the high-prices. 

An effort will be made by the promoters 
of the plan to spread the movement to all 
parts of Ohio. Already it has been taken 
up in Springfield, Ohio, with several hun- 
dred followers. While the strike is di- 
retced at the high cost of meat, the ad- 
vanced price of other staple foods. will not 
be overlooked, 

The movement started last Saturday, 
when the foremen of three factories took 
up the idea of having their men sign a 
pledge to abstain from meat. Workmen 
fell in with the plan, and to-day it was 
reported that in twenty-four shops where 
petitions have been circulated there are 
more than 6,000 sigriers, representing a 
population of 30,000. 
A dealer in livestock is authority for 
the statement that if meat eating were 
stopped for one week prices would drop 
to the right level. It is predicted that by 
the end of the week upward of 20,000 fam- 
ilies will be enlisted in the movement 
against high priced food. 


KILLS HER BABY BY ERROR. 


Mother Gives Him Creosote, Taking It 
for a Cough Mixture. 


Mrs. Mary Keague of 85 Powers Street, 
Williamsburg, gave her 2-year-old son 
some creosote which she had for tooth- 
ache drops last night, mistaking it for a 
croup medicine. When the child had con- 
vulsions and she discovered her mistak2 
her cries aroused the neighbors, who sent 
for Dr. F. C. Newman of 237 Leonard 
Street. The physician found that the 
ehild was beyond help., He died in a few 
minutes. 

Mrs. Keague, crazed with grief, tried 
to throw herself from the window of her 
home, which is on the second floor of 
the house, and the physician and neigh- 
bors had to restrain her. Then a police- 
man who heard of the child’s death came 
in and arrested her. 

The woman was hysterical when she 
was taken to the station, and the physi- 
cian said that had she not been bailed 
out immediately she might have lost her 
reason. :

TO EXTRADITE WHITFIELD. 


Man Held in London Charged with 
Forging Letters of Credit. 


News was received here yesterday that 

the detectives sent over to bring back 
the man believed to be George W. Whit- 
field, alias Frank Robertson, H. W. Ja- 
nurar, Alexander J. Boyd, who was ar- 
rested in Brighton, England, on a charge 
of forgery, had arrived in London and 
had applied for extradition papers.

TIDAL WAVE STRUCK OROTAVA. 


Captain Thinks This Phenomenon 
Might Account for Ships Lost. 


Capt. Dagnall of the liner Orotava, 
which arrived yesterday from Bermuda 
six hours late, owing to strong adverse 
winds and heavy seas, said that he coin- 
cided in the belief of Capt. Turner of the 
Lusitania as to the existence of tidal 
waves at sea which struck vessels with- 
out warning. 

‘We were bucking a stiff head sea last 
night,”’ said the Captain, “ about two 
bells in the first watch, when a heavy sea 
rolled up over the bows. The doctor and 
chief engineer were thrown out of their 
chairs. We had slowed down to nine 
knots at the time and the ship was fairiy 


steady. If the Orotava had been driving 
into it at fifteen knots like the Lusi- 
tania when she was struck the conse- 
quences might have been serious, 

‘“In my opinion the liners which have 
disappeared~in the Atlantic and Indian 
Oceans and China seas from time to time, 
without leaving any traces of their fate 
behind them, have been overwhelmed by 
these mysterious tidal waves.”

Jury Awards $20,000 to Her on an Old 
Stock Transaction. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 17.—A 
jury in Part IL. of the Supreme Court,

York. 

The action was originally brought by 
William Duryea, husband of the plaintiff, 
who alleged that $20,000 worth of stocks 
of the labama & Georgia Iron Com- 
pany he had purchased was worthless, 
and that the prospectus on which he 
based his speculation contained false 
representation. 

The first trial was held in i899 in 
Rockland County, and the jury awarded 
a verdict of $15,000 to Mr. Duryea. This 
was set aside by the Appellate Division 
on an error of the presiding Justice of 
the lower court and a new trial granted.

Admitting There Is a Ques- 
tion of Legality. 





The promised stir in the Heinze case, 
which was predicted a week ago, when 
counsel for F. A. Heinze, his brother 
Arthur, and various other persons con- 
nected with the United Copper interests, 
came forth yesterday before Judge 
Hough, in the United States Circuit 
Court. It developed that when the con- 
duct of F. A. Heinze in the Mercantile 
National Bank was under investigation 
by the Grand Jury, an accountant named 
John P. Fernsler was admitted to the 
Grand Jury room in the capacity of finan- 
cial adviser of the Grand Jury, and aided 
in the examination of records and wit- 
nesses. 

The way for this had been paved by 
the issuance of subpoenas for the grand 
jurors who indicted F. A. Heinze for mis- 
application of the funds of the Mercan- 
tile National Bank, and also indicted his 
brother Arthur, Sanford Robinson, the 
lawyer; Carlos. Warfield, and Calvin O. 
Geer for a conspiracy to defeat the ends 
of justice by sending books and a witness 
out of this jurisdiction. 

When the hearing opened yesterday, 
United States Attorney Wise ‘asked that 
these subpoenas be canceled, but Judge 
Hough declined the request and ordered 
that the motion go on. 

John B. Stanchfield, appearing partic- 
ularly as counsel for Warfield and Geer, 
then declared that on behalf of’ the de- 
fense he would lay claim to the constitu- 
tional right to examine the grand jurors 
as to the sufficiency of the evidence on 
which they found their indictments. 

“We charge,’’ said Mr. Stanchfield, 
‘that the presence in the Grand Jury 
room of John P. Fernsler, a public ac- 
countant, who participated in its pro- 
ceedings, examining witnesses, and pre- 
senting unauthorized papers and docu- 
Inents. was illegal.’’ : 

Mr. Wise replied that Fernsler was des- 
ignated a special assistant of the Depart- 
ment of Justice by the Attorney General 
before he appeared before the Grand 
Jury. To this Mr. Stanchfield retorted 
that even in sucin a case Fernsler was 
not a lawyer anag had no business in the 
Grand Jury room. ‘Judge Hough took a 
hand at this point, saying: 

“While it is true that the Attorney 
General of the United States need not 
be a practicing lawyer, I shall reqhire 
some argument to convince me that a 
bockkecrper, even when appointed by’ the 
Attorney General, has a legal right to 
fulfill the duties of the United. States 
Attorney.”’ ' 

Judge Hovgh finally gave bofh sides 
three days in which to submit briefs on 
the question and vacated the subpoenas 
that had been issued for the. grand ju- 
rors. Mr. Wise, in his position, is relying 
on Section 3,825 of the Revised Statutes, 
which was passed in 1906, following the 
dismissal of indictments in the Kosenthal 
silk fraud case, which says: 

The Attorney General or any officer of 
the Department of Justice or any attorney 
or counselor specially appointed bv the At- 
torney General under any process of law 
may, when thereunto specifically designated 
by the Attorney General, conduct any kind 
of legal proceedings, civil or criminal, in- 
cluding Grand Jury proceedings and pro- 
ceedings before Committing Magistrates 
which District Attorneys now or hereafter 
may be by law authorized to conduct 
whether or not they be resident in the dis- 
trict where the proceedings are brought. 
Mr. Wise is confident that the position 

of the Government will be upheld in view 
of this section of the Federal statutes. 
The rest of the argument on the motions 
to quash the Heinze indictments will be 
made next Monday. 


CAPT. WILTSE ON TRIAL. 


—_— --- 


Under Court-Martial for Non-Payment 
of Sundry Debts. 


Capt. Franklin Steele Wiltse, U. 8. M. 
C., recently relieved of the command of 
the marine detachment on board the bat- 
tleship Rhode Island, was placed on trial 
before a court-martial] in the navy yard 
yesterday to answer charges of failure to 
pay debts for uniforms, civilian clothing, 
service perquisites, stationery, and liquors. 

Capt. Wiltse is a young officer in the 
service, and his record is good. He came 
into court accompanied by Arthur B. La 
Far, Hiram Mann, and Lieut. Commander 
Warren J. Terhune, U. §S. N., who acted 
as his counsel in the case. 

Rear Admiral Lewis C. Heilner, U. 8. 
N., the President of the court, called the 
case to trial. Mr. La Far made a pl 
that there was no allegations of oP wey 
nality and that therefore the charges 
Should be thrown out. The court did not 
see it that way. 

Major Henry Leonard, the Judge Advo- 
cate, brought up a charge based on a debt 
due Rice & Duvall, tailors of New York. 

John H. Strahan of that firm was the 
witness called to prove that Capt. Wiltse 
had owed the money a long time. The 
amount was $428 and was contracted be- 
tween the dates of May 26, 1905, and Nov. 
16, 1906. After repeated efforts to col- 
lect the money Strahan said he finally 
wrote to the Major General commanding 
the Marine Corps. One of the counsel for 
Capt. Wiltse referred to the age of the 
debt, and asked the witness how long in 
his opinion an officer's debt could run 
without causing any uneasiness. The an- 
Swer caused a ripple of laughter, and Ad- 
miral Heilner rapped sharply for order. 

“I should regard every officer's ac- 

count due,”’ replied Strahan, ‘“‘ after it had 
been running, say, tWo years. When it 
gets three or four years’ old we. begin to 
do a little dunning. You see we do busi- 
ness with officers stationed as far away 
as Manila, and it takes a long time to 
collect. We never question officers in 
the service. The fact that they wear the 
uniform und the officers are gentlemen 
impels us to extend credit. Sixty-five per 
cent of them, I desire to add, pay cash 
for what they get, and for this we allow 
them a discount of 10 per cent.’’ 
Major Leonard asked him if he regard- 
ed promissory notes as cash, and Mr. 
Strahan answered that he did. This led 
up to the admission that the tailor had 
given a receipted bill to Capt. Wiltse last 
month is based on the receipt of part cash 
and a series of notes. 

Next in the charges was an allegation 
converning a bill for wines and liquors 
purchased in Brooklyn, the total of which 
‘was less than $100, and a bill of about 
the same size for some “service perqui- 
sites ’’ purchased in Norfolk, Va. 

The case will be continued to-day when 
the defense will put in its answers.

Joseph M. Flannery, the condemnation 
lawyer against whom disbarment pro- 
ceedings have been begun, was unsuccess- 
ful yesterday in his efforts to have of- 
ficial criticism of his conduct in the River- 
side Drive extension proceedings by Ref- 
eree Frank B. Colton expunged from the 
records of the Supreme Court. Justice 
Davis denied a motion to reopen the ref- 
erence. 

The proceedings in question were the 
ones in whieh Justice Seabury, writing a 
scathing dénunciation of the methods of 
the Commissioners in charge, denied their 
The particular 
piece of property in which Flannery was 
interested was valued at $67,394 by the 
Commissioners. The papers in the case 
filed yesterday show that the property 
was assigned, in expectation of the award, 
for $20,000 cash and $20,000 to be paid 
at the time of the award. 

The condemnation of Flannery’s conduct 
by the referee was based on testimony be- 
fore him over an attorney’s lien on the 
award brought by Mulqueen & Mulqueen, 
The lien was vacated. Flannery, as at- 
torney for the Local Realty Company, 
profited by this decision. 

Mulqueen & Mulqueen had been attor- 
neys for the Albers Reaity Company, 
which held the strip in question. In July. 
1906, the property was transferred to the 
Local Realty Company on the terms de- 
scribed above. At that time the re- 
tainer of Mulqueen & Mulqueen, to care 
for the interests of the Albers Realty 
Company 
ings, was revoked, Mulqueen & Mulqueen 
assert that the whole transaction was a 
conspiracy of which the very incorpora- 
tion of the Local Realty Company was 
but a step. 

Flannery appeared in the condemnation 
proceedings as attorney 
Realty Company, and it was not made 
public that the property had been as- 
signed. Henry F. Albers, President of the 
company, testified before the referee that 
Flannery had appeared without the au- 
thorization of knowledge of the com- 
pany’s officials. 

Flannery, in his affidavit and petition, 
said that Albers had not been cross-ex- 
amined on this point, and that this tes- 
timony and the referee’s comments there- 
on that Flannery had intruded himself 
irregularly was an injustice. Justice 
Davis, however, denied his motion to re- 
open the reference, and the records con- 
sequently stand.

Brokers Demand Return of $84,000 Col- 
lateral Put Up by Charles L. Spier. 


The suit begun against the late H. H. 
Rogers by Keech, Loew & Co. to recover 
$84,000 worth of securities deposited with 
them by the late Charles L. Spier will be 
continued against his executors. Su- 
preme Court Justice Hendrick authorized 
this yesterday. 

Keech, Loew & Co., in affidavits by 
Frank B. Keech, William G. Loew, 
Chauncey McKeever, and William P. 
Wainwright, allegae that Mr. Rogers 
wrongfully obtained these securities from 
them May 4, 1906. 

The action deals with incidents preced- 
ing the death on May 7, 1906, of Charles 
L. Spier, who was Mr. Rogers’s confiden- 


tial manager. At the time of his death 
his relatives asserted he had been killed 
by a burglar. 

In their suit against Henry H. Ro ’ 
Jr., John W. Sterling, Walter P. Windsor, 
and the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, as executors, Keech, Loew & Co. 
set forth that Spier and his wife opened 
an account with them and invested heav- 
ily in Anaconda Copper stock, the indebt- 
edness to the firm cheese one | as high as 
$217,495. He had deposited stocks and 
bonds as collateral, among them being 100 

1,000 bonds of the Sea Coast Traction 

‘ompany and 80 $500 bonds of the Asbury 
Park & Sea Girt Railroad Company, the 
firm asserts. On May 4, three days be- 
fore Spier’s death, Mr. Rogers, upon rep- 
resentations that the stocks were his, the 
complaint says, got possession of them, 
and, according to Keech, Loew & Co., 
‘“‘wrongfully appropriated and converted 
them to his own use.’”’ 

Spier’s account was closed out with a 
deficit of $64,640, the firm says, and now 
the brokers want the Securities returned 
to indemnify them for this loss. They as- 
sert they had a legal lien on them. 


POST OFFICE CONTRACT LET. 


Fuller Company to Build the New 
Structure in Thirty-third Street. 


The contract for the first section of the 
new General Post Office which, when 
compleied, will occupy the blocks between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues from Thirty- 
frist to Thirty-third Street, it was learned 
yesterday, has been awarded by the Gov- 
ernment to the George A. Fuller Com- 
pany.

EDWARDSINVESTIGATESGRAFT 


Dismisses a Foreman After Hearing 
That $2 Was Demanded for Jobs. 


Supt. Gunther of the Snow Removal Bu- 
reau of the Street Cleaning Department 
said last night that he believed a record 
was made yesterday in the amount of 
Snow carted off the streets of New York. 
There were 11,650 men at work and 1,700 
carts, an dat the end of the day nearly 
20,000 carts of snow had been dumped into 
the rivers. 

At 9 o’clock last night it began raining, 
and if the fall continues a great deal of 
the snow still in the streets: which has 
not been heaped into piles will be washed 
away. The Weather Bureau, however, 
thinks that the rain may possibly be fol- 
lowed by another snow. 

Commissioner Edwards said yesterday 
that he was receiving many complaints 
that emergency men were being charged 
$2 apiece for places. He was investigating 
every complaint. Every person found 
guilty of the practice would be dismissed 
summarily. 

“Complaints,” said Commissioner Ed- 
wards, “were brought to me by laborers 
in the nineteenth section in the Borough 
of Brooklyn that Acting Assistant to Sec- 
tion Foreman Philip Tyrone was holding 
emergency laborers up for the sum of $2 
apiece before putting them to work for a 
certain length of time. Deputy Commis- 


sioner Hogan and I investigated this mat- 
ter yesterday, and Tyrone had a hearing 
on the charges that he was guilty of 
conduct prejudicial to good order and dis- 
cipline in that he demanded this money 
from three men who were present at the 
time. From the evidence taken it was 
apparent that there was some hold-up on 
the part of Tyrone, and he has been dis- 
missed to-day from the department. 

** Numerous complaints are coming in of 
this sort, and the Department of Street 
Cleaning is domg all in its power by way 
of checking and investigating complaints 
along the line. Under this form of hiring 
emergency men the question of properly 
checking their tickets arises, and strict 
attention is given to the proper account- 
ing for emergency laborers. What this 
w lead to I cannot tell, but I have 
@ great many complaints coming in, and 
the matter is receiving prompt attention.”’ 

Myr, Ddwards also referred to the nego- 
tlations under way with Borough Presi- 
dent McAneny for permission to use the 
manholes of sewers for dumping pur- 
poses. He said: 

“During the experiment § yesterday 
“ey truck loads were dumped in fifteen 

nutes, and the temperature was such 
that very little snow was in evidence 
after it had been carried a short distance 
in the sewer.”’ 

Supt. Gunther sald last night that Mr. 
McAneny had not granted permission for 
the use of the manholes desired. 


MRS. FISH NO SUFFRAGIST. 


whe Butler, the Secretary, and an Of- 
ficlal Statement Say So. 


Bome one has blundered. Mrs. Stuy- 
vesant Fish said yesterday through her 
secretary and through her butler, over the 
telephone, that she is not a suffragist. 

On Saturday it was given out at the 
suffrage headquarters, 505 Fifth Ave- 
nue, that Mrs. Fish had become one. The 
suffrage headquarters shelter the Na- 
tional and State Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciations, the Collegiate Equal Suffrage 
League, and the two front rooms, facing 
Fifth Avenue, are occupied by Mrs. Oliver 
H. P. Belmont as the headquarters for 
her own suffrage society. News from 
all these departments is given out gen- 
erally from the press department of the 
headquarters, of which Mrs. Ida Husted 
Harper is the head. It was Mrs. Harper 
who told the reporters, who make daily 
visits, the news on Saturday of Mrs. 
Fish’s conversion to woman suffrage. 

This is the way Mrs. Fish’s secretary 
put it over the telephone yesterday: 
Fish. is not at home, but she 
left word to answer all inquiries that she 
is not a suffragist. She went to some 
meeting—I think it was at the-Garden 
Theatre—with ten or a dozen others to 
hear about it, and she says it makes her 
feel very foolish to have such a state- 
ment made. No, she did not say any- 


thing about being an anti-suffragist—only 
to say that she was not a suffragist.’’ 

Mrs. Belmont was exceedingly busy in 
her office at the headquarters a little 
later when a reporter called there. She 
could not see any one, but sent out a 
message. It was: 

‘“‘Mrs. Fish did not tell me that she 
had become a suffragist.’’ 

Mrs. Harper is a very busy woman 
ard spends her mornings at home. She 
had not heard of Mrs. Fish’s defection or 
refusal to confirm the statement that 
she had joined the cause. Called up over 
the telephone, she took it for granted that 
she was only asked to ratify her previous 
statement. 

“Yes, you are quite right. Mrs. Fish 
has become a suffragist,’’ she said. ‘‘ Mrs. 
Fish told Mrs. Belmont after the meet- 
ing at which I spoke at the Colony Club.” 

Mrs. Fish was at home later in the 
day, but dressing for dinner, and the but- 
ler answered the telephone. Said he: 

“Mrs. Fish cannot speak to any one 
but she left word, if vou called, to say 
- that she is not a suffragist.”’ 


CHANLER BOOMER BANKRUPT. 


Lawyér Says He Also Found Manning

ASKS FOR NEW TRIAL 


Supreme Court Denies the Chi- 
cago Financier’s Petition for 
a Writ of Certiorari. 








ATTACKS CONDUCT OF JURY 





Banker, In Effort to Escape Prison, 
Presents Affidavit of Juror Who 
Says He Was Ill. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The Supremeé 
Court of the United States to-day denied 
a petition of certiorari to John R. Walsh 
of Chicago, former President of the Chi- 
cago National Bank, who is condemned 
to five years’ imprisonment in the Federal 
Prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., on @ 
charge of misapplying the funds of the 
bank. Though the banker’s sentence car- 
ries five years for each of the fifty-four 
counts on which he was convicted, the 
sentences all run contemporaneously, so 
that the whole punishment will not exceed 
five years. 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals not long ago denied Mr. Walsh’s ap- 
peal for a second trial, and the final at- 
tempt was made to have the decree re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court. Mr. Walsh 
is 72 years old.

CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—In view of the de- 
nial for a writ of certiorari by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States the last 
effort to stay the penitentiary sentence 
of John R. Walsh was made by his coun- 
rel to-day 

Attorney John §. Miller, contesting the 


plea of the Government’s representative 
that a mandate at once issue directing 
commitment by the lower court, pre- 
sented a petition for a new trial based 
on a declaration of misconduct on the 
part of jurors. The petition will be heard 
in the Circuit Court of Appeals to-morrow 
morning. 

The evidence alleging misconduct of the 
jurors was contained in affidavits filed 
by Albert Palmer and J. E. Taggart. In 
Palmer's affidavit he asserted that, while 
acting as a juror, he was sick, and he 
signed the verdict of guilty under pres- 
sure from other jurors. He asserts “ that 
said jurors continued their persecutions 
and that finally affiant, being so physic- 
ally weak and growing constantly weaker 
and so fearfully nervous, gave way to 
his emotions and began to weap, when 
the juror, Brown, began to abuse affiant, 
and applied to him epithets and oppro- 
brious names such as ‘big fool, great 
big baby.’ ‘ big calf,’ and the like, there- 
by greatly humiliating affiant and caus- 
ing him to suffer great mental anguish 
and increasing his mental and physical 

stress.”’ 
ge who was foreman of the jury, 
signed an affidavit in which he said 
Palmer went to him after the verdict 
had been sealed and asked him to unseal 
it and scratch off Palmer’s name. He 
said he refused to open the verdict, telling 
Palmer it was against the law. 

Added to arguments in support of the 
petition for a new trial, it was reported 
that a technical attack on Walsh’s sen- 
tence would be made, based on an error 
of a certain court record, which reads 
‘‘ Leavenworth ”’ in place of “‘ Fort Leav- 
enworth.’’ 

Notice of the adverse action by the Su- 
preme Court reached Chicago at noon to- 
day. The information was conveyed to 
Mr. Walsh over the telephone. e dis- 
played no distress when his son repeated 
the message, but said quietly: 

‘Well, well, that’s too bad. But we 
must make the best of it and we'll see, 
we'll see.’’ 

Then he turned to the tasks that had en- 
gaged his attention during the morning, 
called a stenographer, and began dictating 
letters. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Jan. 17.—The 
officials at the Federal Prison here state 
that if John R. Walsh has to serve his 
sentence no special privileges will be ac- 
corded to him. After a few days’ rest 
in the hospital, where his physical con- 
dition will be observed, he will be put in 
prison garb and then assigned to some 
light work, probably clerical. 


ASKS AID FOR NEGROES.

W. J. Schieffelin Urges the Public to 
Attend Big Educational Meeting Here. 





Calling attention to the meeting at Car- 
negie Hall on Jan. 24 in the interest of 
the extension of negro education, Will- 
fam Jay Schieffelin, President of the 
Armstrong Association, said yesterday: 

‘‘In order to continue and extend the 
work of industrial education for the negro 
in the South, it is necessary to appeal di- 
rectly to the public for support. It is two 
vears since any large public meeting has 
been held in New York in the interest of 
Tuskegee Institute. In the meantime the 
work of that school, under the leadership 
of Booker T. Washington, has greatly 
broadened its scope and increased its 
practical usefulness. 

‘“‘For one thing, the school has succeed- 
ed, through its ‘demonstration farming,’ 
its agricultural wagon, and other educa- 
tional devices, in bringing practical agri- 
cultural education directly to the man on 
the farm, so that thousands of negro 
farmers in Alabama and the neighboring 
States of Georgia and Mississippi are now 
practically at school at Trskegee.’’ 


LEOPARD’S ATTACK MORTAL. 


Mrs. Russelle, Animal Trainer, Dies of 
Her Injuries. 








Mrs. Pauline Russelle, the plucky animal 
trainer, who in order to provide a living 
for her fatherless children tackled the 
job of breaking in several leopards, and 
on Jan. 9 was attacked and fatally injured 
by one she was trying to train, died yes-

~ SETH LOW EXPLAINS PLANS 


Says Concerted Action to Standardize 
Laws Will Meet Nation’s Needs 
and Save States’ Rights. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7. — President 
Taft to-day, tn opening the three days’ 
méeting of the National Civic Feder- 
ation at the Belasco Theatre, urged the 
desirability of having the States use 
actively their powers in the interest of 
uniform legislation affecting consérvation 
of national resources, divorce, mar- 
riage, and more expeditious judicial 
procedure. Seth Low of New York made 
the address of welcome, and among the 
other speakers were Governor Willson of 
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nitely; and all these advantages can be 
had, if the States please, without hazard- 
ing a single attribute of sovereignty, or 
limiting, in any way, the right and duty 
and opportunity of each State to legislate 
from its own point of view alone upon 
Subjects that are purely local. 

“Twenty years ago, more or less, the 
American Bar Association called attention 
to this subject; and, as a result of the 
action taken 4 it, Commissioners on 
Uniform Laws have been appointed by 
forty-four States, by two Territories, by 
the District of Columbia, and oy. the 
Government of the Bo ye peree hese 
Commissioners organized themselves into 
a National Conference on Uniform Leg- 
islation a number of years ago, and last 
Autumn they held their nineteenth an- 
nual conference. In these nineteen years 
this conference has perfected five laws, 
which it has recommended to all the 
States for adoption. These laws are the 
Negotiable Instruments act, the Ware- 
house Receipts act, the Sales act, the Bill 
of Lading act, and the Stock Certificates 


act. 

“Fortunately, during this same week, 
the conference of Governors which was 
initiated in 1908 by the invitation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the Governors of all the 
States to meet in the White House to con- 
sider the conservation of our natural re- 
sources, is also to meet in Washington. 
By the courtesy of Gov. Willson of Ken- 
tucky, who is the Chairman of that con- 
ference, and of the Committee on Pro- 
gramme, of which Gov, Hughes of New 
York is Chairman, an hour has been re- 
served on the afternoons of the first 
and second days of the Governors con- 
ference, that is on Jan. 18 and 19, during 
which communications from this confer- 
ence on uniform legislation will be re- 
ceived.”’ 

Ex-Judge Alton B. Parker reviewed in 
detail the complicated relations between 
States and National Governments. 

‘‘Complaints,’’ he said, ** have arisen of 
inefficiency resulting from the division of 
owers between the’Federal and the State 

overnments. It is said, depending upon

In introducing the President, Mr. Low 
said that the meeting of the Civic Feder- 
ation to-day and the opening session of the 
Conference of Governors to-morrow was 
not an accident, but that it was due to 
the wisdom of the President in suggest- 
ing the time. Mr. Low explained that 
concerted action among all the States in 
seme cases, among groups of States in 


other cases, for uniform laws covering 
matters where interests were common 
to all concerned, was the alternative of 
further extension of the Federal power. 
Here, he said, was a means of securing 
that ‘“‘standardization’’ of laws which 
the growing commercial unity of the 
country demanded, and that without im- 
pairing the sovereignty of the several 
States. He urged uniform legislation 
especially along the lines indicated in the 
five bills prepared by the federation 
affecting negotiable instruments, ware- 
house receipts, sales, bills of lading, and 
Stock certificates. 


Remedy for Overcentralization. 


The PresiGent pointed out that there 
were many powers of legislation that the 
Federal Government had not yet used. 
He intimated also that the cry against the 
overcentralization of the Government 


would be hushed if the States worked in 
yarmony with euch other in their law- 
inaking, otherwise, as Senator Root pre- 
aicted two years ago, Congress will be 
urged to enact for the whole country the 
laws which conditions demand and State 
statutes fail tu supply. 

In discussing the movement started by 
the Civic Federation for uniformity in 
State laws, President Taft said that it 
was the outgrowth of a demand on the 
part of good citizens to bring about better 
conditions in the social fabric. His defi- 
nition of a Constitutional lawyer as ‘‘a 
gentleman who has gone out of the prac- 
tice of law and has gone into politics ”’ 
called forth laughter and applause and 
cries of ‘‘ Good, good.”’ 

Tracing the growth of centralization of 
power in the General Government in con- 
tradistinction to the power of the States, 
he said that the early appointment of 
Chief Justice Marshall made centraliza- 
tion possible. Marshall, he said, ‘ did not 
minimize the power of the Constitution.” 

The President said that there should be 
uniformity in judicial procedure. He de- 
clared with emphasis that if anything in 
the system deserved attack, it was the 
delay that could be secured by the 
wealthy under judicial proceedings, and he 
advocated changes in the form of Federal 
court proceedings which could be taken 
as an example by the States. He wanted 
court procedure simplified along the lines 
@ English practice both in equity and 
criminal law. 

Mr. Taft told of thé movement for a 
uniform law relating to child laber and 
cited the utterances of the Governor of 
Massachusetts in behalf of a Federal ‘aw 
regulating child labor because the vower 
of the Federal Government was gyea-rer 
than the power of the State. 

On the subject of conservation the Pres- 
ident said: ‘‘ The Federal Government has 
no power to compel owners of forests to 
attend to those forests with a view to the 
welfare of the community of the neigh- 
bors who live there or of those who are 
affected by the denuding of the land of 
the.trees. That must be done through the 
State Governments if it is done at all. So 
with respect to many of the streams. In- 
deed, if one follows legal reasoning, it 
will seem I think there is more to be done 
by the States in the conservation of re- 
sources even than by the Federal Gov- 
ernment.’’ 

Seth Low’s Speech, 

Mr. Low said. in part: 

‘This conference has been called to give 
an impulse to the movement for uniform 
legislation by the States as to matters 
upon which such legislation is desirable. 
The people of the whole Union have been 
growing together in their business rela- 
tions, and in all the relations of life, with- 
out regard either to State lines or to con- 
stitutional theories. The result is that of 
late years the conviction has been stead- 
ily growing that uniform legislation by 
the States on many subjects is becoming, 
if it has not already become, essential] to 
the welfare of the people of each State 
and of every State. 

‘“‘Under our Federal system we can ob- 
tain uniformity of statutory law in only 
one of two ways. We can give, by 
constitutional amendment, addition and 
exclusive power to- Congress; or we 
must develop the capacity and the 
habit in the separate States of act- 
ing together with reasonable uniform- 
ity upon the _ subjects of -common 
interest that overleap State lines. Thus 
far in our history as a people we have 
been content mainly to develop only the 
elements of strength to be found in the 
Mederal Government and in the States, 
acting separately. Now we want to de- 
velop the almost unsuspected resources of 
the States, acting each one in its own 
field, but acting together. There are 
many matters as to which each State’s 
interests are peculiar to itself. But there 
are also many matters which concern 
equally the people of other States, and as 
to these, it is full time that each State 
could Be wege legislate, to use Senator 

oot’s y Tase, ‘as one of 
of States.’ . " "e wd 

“There are some subjects, like uniform 
bills of lading, for example, in which 
the people of all the States are interested 
and all in the same way. There are 
other subjects in which groups of 
States have such a predominant inter- 
est that common action by the States of 
this group is all that is essential. Such a 
subject is the proposed change in the 
theory of the laws of negligence, which 
would substitute workmen’s compensation 
for employers’ liability. 

“‘Expressed in other words, uniform leg- 
islation does not mean in every instance 
that every State should act on all sub- 
jects. In many cases, action by groups 
of States will be as effective as action 
by all. If uniform action by the States, 
in proube or as a@ whole, can become 
habitual as to matters affecting the com- 
mon life of the people in whatever State 
they live, there is no reason why there 
may not be added to al] the other ad- 
vantages of our Federal system this new 
element of strength, that we may enjoy 
the advantage of legislation in common 
such as the common interest may de- 
mand, without forfeiting that individual- 
ity of legislation as to interests purely 
local which the Federal system aims to 
preserve. 


Value of Standardization. 


' “ Uniform legislation is the equivalent in 
legislation of standardization in mechan- 
teal construction. | Formerly, there were 
broad gauge railroads and railroads with 
@ narrower gauge. Broad gauge rail- 
roads and narrow gauge railroads were 
standardized, that is to say, made uni- 
form, and now the cars of every rail- 
road can be used on the tracks of every 
other railroad. Differences in gauge did 
not make railroading impossible, but they 
did make it inconvenient, costly, and 


slow. 

“Tf the States can be induced to stand- 
ardize their laws by making them uniform 
as to matters that affect the interest of 
all the people in common, no one can over- 
estimate the advantages that will accrue 
to the people of each State and of every 
State. This standardization of Statutes 
will make intercourse and business crane 

many 


el 
indeff, © 


charters which are far too broad, while 
others go to the opposite extreme. That 
in some States the law has not been en- 
forced against disobedient corporations 
and their officers, while in others the 
tendency is.to presume them guilty of a 
desire to violate all law, written or un- 
written. 

‘The public complaint for the present 
is more generally that the States have 
been lax In the enforcement of law, with 
most disastrous consequences. The charge 
of negiect must be admitted by all who 
appreciate that every one of the corpora- 
tions now struggling for life was cre- 
ated in the face of the law under‘which 
they are now prosecuted—a law which by 
reason of its deliberate non-enforcement 
was assumed by the corporation founders 
to be ‘more honored in the breach than 
in the observance.’ 

“This is not the time to consider wheth- 
er the one Government or'the other is the 
more responsible for this condition. For 
the claim is that in any event efficiency is 
sacrificed in the ‘dual form of govern- 
ment, and that in the interest of business 
prosperity efficiency is of greater im- 
portance than all else. 

“There is no political Government on 
earth so efficient as the government of 
the United States Steel Corporation from 
a purely business standpoint. Every step 
it takes is in obedience to a master mind. 
But it may safely be said that no one 
would be willing to have our Government 
thus managed, however much National 
wealth might be augmented each year. 

‘We are ambitious, it is true, for 
wealth and the comfort it brings, but we 
have not yet lost our faith in the proposi- 
tion that the object of government is the 

reatest goog to the greatest mumber. It 
. desirable, therefore, now, as it was in 
the beginning, that we should endure a 
less efficient form of Government in or- 
der to avoid the greater evils which would 
otherwise arise.”’ 

Judge Parker then pointed out the 
danger in attempting absolute uniformity 
of laws in States offering ‘‘ diversities of 
climate, of production, of tradition, of 
heredity, of population, of pursuits which 
should be generally respected,’’ and dis- 
cussed the movement to make “each 
industry bear the burden of accident to 
employes, without regard to the question 
of negligence, upon the ground that such 
burden is properly a part of the cost of 
the product.”’ im 

‘‘ Legislation in England and Germany, 
he said ‘‘ thus provides for the compen- 
sation to be paid to injured employes. The 
English statute provides for compensa- 
tion during disability equal to 50 per cent. 
of the wage rate, and in case of death 
or total disability a sum equal to four 
years’ wages. Surely this country ought 
not to lag behind those enlightened na- 
tions in righting what is now the most 
monstrous injustice of the age. Never- 
theless that is likely to happen unless 
there be uniform legislation in many, if 
not all, the States on the subject. For 
in the absenee of a general movement 
for uniform legislation New Jersey, for 
instance, would hesitate to place her con- 
tractors at a disadvantage in competing 
with New York contractors.”’ 

Gov. Willson of Kentucky, Secretary ot 
the Conference of Governors, said that, 
while he was not authorized to speak for 
the Governors, he felt keenly the words 
of the President, ‘‘ the serious thought 
of a serious-minded man, who had won- 
derful balance, showing in his public ut- 
terances the wisdom of the lawyer and 
the student of great political questions.” 

Among those present were a number of 
State Governors, and delegates from all 
parts of the United States, representing 
various commercial, labor, and social as- 
sociations, among them ‘the American 
Federation of Labor, the National Grange, 
the Farmers’ National Congress, the Na- 
tional Association of Life Insurance Pres- 
idents, and the National Association of 
State Boards of Arbitration. On the stage 
were, among others, Samuel Gompers, 
ex-Justice Brown, ex-Senator Dryden of 
New Jersey, Senator Root of New York. 
Commissioner MacFarland, District of 
Columbia; John Hayes Hammond, John 
Mitchell, and William R. Willcox. 


ACTORS’ MEDAL FOR TAFT. 


To be Made by Chester Beach, a Young 
American Sculptor. 








Chester Beach, a: young American 
sculptor, has been commissioned by Ar- 
cher M. Huntington, President of the 
American Numismatic Society, to make 
the gold medal that is to be presented to 
President Taft at the opening of the Act- 
ors’ Fund fair on May 9. 

The presentation to the President will 
be made by a committee of twelve of the 
leading actresses in the country immedi- 
ately after he has made his address open- 
ing the fair. From the same_design as 
the President’s medal 100 replicas in sil- 
ver and 6,000 in bronze will be struck off, 
the latter for sale to the general public. 

The design of the medal shows on one 
side Charity coming forward with 
Comedy and Tragedy on either side, with 
outstretched arms. On the reverse, in 
low relief, are the comic and tragic masks 
and the words, ‘‘ Actors’ Fund, New 
York, 1910.”’ 

The sculptor was recently elected to 
the National Academy of Design, the 
youngest member of the Academy. He is 
only 26 years of age, but has sJready won 
the Helen Foster Burnett prize with his 
figure ‘‘The Young Nymph.’’ Up to five 
years ago he was a silversmith and saved 


enough from his wages to go to Paris 
to study.

Will Head Army and Navy Board 
Which Is to Visit Isthmus 
in Near Future. 


CANAL TO BE PROTECTED 





Double Fortifications Likely at Both 
Colon and Panama—To be Bullt 
Before Canal Is Opened. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Plans are 
now under way for the fortification of the 
Panama Canal, and within the next few 
weeks a board of distinguished army and 
navy officers will go to the Isthmus to 
select sites for a system of coast fortifi- 
cations, which, when completed, will be 
as nearly impregnable to attack by sea 
as it is possible for the best military eng!i- 
neers to make them. 

This board of officers, it can be stated 
on high authority, will have as its Presi- 
dent Major Gen. Leonard Wood, recently 
designated as the next Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, while among his associates 
will probably be Brig. Gen. Arthur Mur- 
ray, the Chief of the Coast Artillery 
Corps; Brig. Gen. William A. Marshall, 
Chief of the Corps of Engineers, and Brig. 
Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, 
In addition to these there will be a num- 
ber of other well-known army officers— 
most of them of the Engineering and 
Coast Artillery Corps—and at least two 
naval officers, Commander Harry 58. 


Knapp and Commander William J. Max- 
well. 

‘The order naming the Panama Fortifica- 
tion Board will probably be issued within 
the next two weeks, and the members 
will probably sail from New York for 
Colon in about one month. The length 
of its stay. on the Isthmus will probably |. 
be several weeks, and during that time 
every foot of both the Pacific and At- 
lantic terminals of the canal will be in- 
spected and studied*in order to fix on the 
best sites for the great forts that are to 
be constructed on them. 

While nothing whatever about the plans 
is being made public, there is an impres- 
sion that there will be two forts on each 
ocean, commanding respectively the en- 
trances to the harbors of the Ports of 
Panama and Colon. These great fortifi- 
cations will represent the very highest 
perfection in defensive and offensive coast 
protection, and will be equipped with 
powerful guns of at least twelve-inch and 
probably fourteen-inch calibre. All of 
these will be tested at the Sandy Hook 
proving grounds before they are shipped 
to the Isthmus. 

Th Corps of Engineers will have entire 
charge of the work of construction, which 
will begin as soon as the plans of the 
board are completed and are approved by 
Congress and the President. That will 
probably be about six months hence. 

All of the forts are to be finished and 
manned in advance of the onening of the 
canal to commerce. The forts will be 
absolutely under the jurisdiction of the 
United States, with the full approval of 
the Panama Government, and will be 
manned by some of the _ best-trained 
coast artillerymen in the army. 

The construction of the Pacific forts 
cuarding the entrance to the canal will 
practically complete the great system of 
coast fortifications now under way on the 
Pacific. The Corregidor fortifications, 
near Manila, are nearly completed, and 
the Honolulu fortifications are well ad- 
vanced. 

President Taft is taking a deep per- 
sonal interest Jn the work that is to be 
done by the Panama Fortification Board, 
and is being kept posted on every step 
made in the matter.

going was obtainable on Governors Island 
last night. Capt, Procter, Gen. Wood’s 
Aid, said that he knew of no order having 
been received naming Gen, Wood as Pres- 
ident of the Panama Fortification Board. 
Other officers said they were’ just as 
much in the dark concerning the matter, 
which, if true, was one that was entirely 
in the hands of the War Department in 
Washington. 


A SAD NIGHT AT THE THEATRE, 


He Told of His Mother’s Murder and 
She of an Unhappy Marriage, She Says 


Miss Edith Faurie, who is suing Harry 
Lazelle, a broker, for $75,000 for breach 
of promise of marriage, before Justice 
Giegerich and a jury in the Supreme 
Court, took the stand yesterday. 

Miss Faurie repeated a conversation 
she said she had had with Lazelle in a 
theatre box in 1889. 

‘“Between the acts,” she sald, “he 
reached into his pocket and brought out 
a newspaper clipping. 

‘‘“* There is a secret in my life,’ he told 
me, ‘and I have never told it to any one. 
It is a dark secret, My mother was a 
paralytic, and one Way I went over to 
visit some friends of mine, druggists in 
New Jersey. When I came home my 
mother’s lifeless body was in the court- 
yard. Some one had thrown her from 


the window and killed her. The neighbors 
accused me of it, and if I had not been 
able to prove an alibi by my friends in 
New Jersey I would have been executed 
for my mother’s 1taurder.’ 

‘‘T said to him: ‘ Harry, it doesn’t mat- 
ter what there is in your life. I love you 
and will always be true to you. And l 
fee] that you will always be true to me. 
There is a secret in my life, too.’ 

‘** And I told him: 

‘“* When I was a young girl just out of 
the convent I fell in love with a very 
fine voung Southern gentleman. He paid 
ardent court to me, and all the maiden 
fancy and romance of my young heart 
went out to him. But there was some 
yrejudice on the part of my father. 

“*f was a willful girly and one day 
when we were talking about the matter 
and I persisted that I loved this young 
gentleman and would never be happy 
without him, my father had a fit of 
apoplexy and was like dead for nearly 
an hour. I knelt down by the side of 
my father’s body and called on _ high 
heaven to witness that if God would bring 
him back to life I would never see this 
young gentleman again. My father’s eyes 
opened and I made the same promise to 
him. 

“* Bor eighteen months I never left the 
manorial grounds which surrounded my 
father’s mansion. Then a handsome young 
physician of a good family in Suwanee, 
Tenn., came and began to pay his atten- 
tions. I had been like dead for eighteen 
months. Out of revenge, out of sorrow, 
out of pique, or perhaps because my heart 
had been so cruelly starved, I married 
him secretly. I knew I did not love him. 

“*My old lover had told me that if I 
ever married any one else he would kill 
me and kill my husband, and crown it all 
with his own suicide. I was afraid to re- 
veal my marriage. But my father made a 
place in the mansion for my husband, 
and at last the marriage was announced. 
I soon became satisfied I had made a mis- 
take, and we separated. 

“* Soon afterward came an epidemic of 
yellow fever, the last great epidemic in 
New Orleans. This was in 1896. My hus- 
band went out to do his share to fight 
the pestilence. There were thousands of 
people sick and dying. The funerals were 
passing up and down the street night and 
day. My husband caught the disease and 
died in one. of the hospitals. An hour 
later he was buried in quicklime.’ ” 

Counsel for Lazelle made objections to 
this manner of proving the death of the 
former husband, and Justice Giegerich 
overruled them, with leave to renew their 
motion. ‘The trial will continue.

HELPING THE SKATERS, TOO 





Clearing the Lakes and Planning to 
Flood Them Overnight—Sets the 
D. A. R. Right on History. 





Park Commissioner Charles B. Stover 
took up yesterday the cause of the small 
boy who loves coasting and of the people 
of all ages who like to skate. He found 
that opportunities for neither of these 
sports were all that could be desired, and 
he applied himself to improve them. 

On Sunday afternoon in Central Park 
the Commissioner saw a number of small 
boys coasting on the slope at Fifth Ave- 
nue and 110th Street. Now, that slope 
was designed not for sliding purposes, but 
to enable baby carriages to enter the 
Park. A policeman drove the boys off, 
and loud were their lamentations. 

The Commissioner spoke to the police- 
man, and learned that he had a good deal 
of sympathy with the lads, as there was 
no place set apart for their coasting any- 
where in that neighborhood, and there are 


hundreds of young Harlemites who long 
for a good slide. 


This set the Commissioner thinking, and 
he began yesterday morning to investi- 
gate the situation. He learned from the 


police that boys are allowed to coast on 
the Empire Rock ball grounds, near Sev- 
enth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street: on 
the North Meadow, near 100th Street and 
Fifth Avenue, and on the centre drive, 
near Sixth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. 

For the girls the slope near the pond 
at Sixth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street 
and the two greens at Highth Avenue 
and Seventy-second Street and near Fifth 
Avenue and Seventy-fifth Street are set 
apart. Both boys and girls may coast 
together on the hill north of the Metro- 
politan Museum, on the hill north of the 
large reservoir at Fort Fish, and near 
Eighth Avenue between Ninety-seventh 
and 100th Streets. On Riverside Drive 
the only coasting place officially recog- 
nized is just north of the Soldiers and 
Sailors’ Monument. 

The Commissioner made a ceircult of 

Central Park and Riverside Drive yes- 
terday, accompanied by a landscape archi- 
tect, to see if more places could not be 
discovered. He said in the afternoon that, 
much to his regret, he could not be satis- 
fied with the safety of any additional 
site in Central Park, but that he had 
already issued orders that the children 
might coast to their hearts’ content on 
a hill in Riverside Drive half way between 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument and 
Seventy-second Street. 
\ Then yesterday morning he heard down- 
town some one complaining that the lakes 
in Central Park were s0 covered by 
snow that it was hopeless to try to skate 
on them. The Commissioner, as soon as 
he got uptown, issued orders that every 
available man should be put to work 
clearing the ice. With sixteen teams and 
125 park laborers the snow on the big 
lake just north of Seventy-second Street 
was attacked. The Harlem Mere will be‘ 
cleared soon, but the lake at the Plaza 
will be left untouched till the others 
aie in condition for the skaters. 

The Commissioner also plans to keep the 
fice in as good condition as possible, He 
is seeking advice as to the filling in of 
the cracks in the ice, which are danger- 
ous, and in one case he has heard of have 
caused a broken leg. He thinks, too, that 
it would be a good thing to flood the ice 
at night when the skating is over in order 
to freeze it still thicker and with a more 
even surface.”’ 

The Commissioner expressed himself as 
surprised yesterday at the small number 
of sleighs that had appeared in the Park. 
He has had good snow roads cut for them, 
but only a few turn out, and even in this

Miss Dressner Upset Ether Near 
a Candle in Beth Israel 
Hospital. 
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IN BLAZING COT 





PATIENT 





The Nurse Smothered the Fire In Her 
Own Apron and Then In the Screen 
and Bed—Patients In a Panic. 





As she was preparing a patient for an 
Operation in a women’s ward in Beth 
Israel Hospital at 65 Jefferson Street at 
4 o'clock yesterday morning Miss Ida 
Dressner, wu nurse, upset, the Superin- 
tendent thovght later, a small bottle of 
ether that was on a table near a lighted 
candle. The ether instantly ignited, and 
for a few moments it seemed as though 
there would be a serious fire. Some of 
the ether wet Miss Dressner’s apron, and 
that, too, took fire. The flame spread to 
the bedclothes covering the patient, Mrs. 
Sarah Freedman, and-only the nurse’s 
Promptness in smothering the fire kept 
it from the rest of the room. There were 
twenty-five patients in the ward. 

There was a screen about the pattent’s 
bed which partially hid what was going 
on from the other inmates of the ward, 
but the other women in the ward, who 
were not asleep, heard Mrs. Freedman’s 
screams, and instantly there was a small 
panic. 

Those who were able to do so left their 
beds and ran into the hallway. The com- 
motion aroused the nurses in the adjoin- 
ing ward, and soon every nurse and at- 
tendant in the hospital was busy trying 
to calm the excited patients. 

They did not have to render any as- 
sistance in putting out the fire, however, 
as Miss Dressner’s efforts had been en- 
tirely successful. She smothered the fire 
in her clothes with her hands. Then she 
tore the burning bedclothes from her pa- 
tient and stamped out the flames with her 
feet. By this time the screen had also 
caught fire, and she also stamped out 
this blaze as well. Altogether the fire 
did not last two minrtes, and some of the 
patients even slept throughout the ex- 
citement. F 

The nurses and attendants after a time 
Succeeded in calming those who had left 
their cots and all returned. The fumes of 
the ether and the smoke from the charred 
bedding drifted into the other wards, and 
made many of the inmates restive. Miss 
Dressner was burned about the hands, 


but not seriously, and she refused to go 
home, 

An attendant threw the charred screen 
cut of the window and this attracted the 
attention of Policeman Charles Lang of 
the Madison Street Station. He did not 
turn in an alarm, however, as the at- 
tendants explained that the arrival of 
engines would only add to the fright of 
the and create needless excite- 
men 

Later in the morning the operation 
which the fire had interrupted was per 
formed upon Mrs. Freedman. 

The Superintendant of the hospital 
praised Miss Dressner’s promptness. 

* The whale thing was over within two 
minutes,’’ said he. ‘‘The ether did not 
explode, soefar as I can learn, but Miss 
Dressner probably upset it while prepar- 
ing for the operation. If she had not 
_— out the flames so promptly it might 

ave been @ much more serious affair.”’ 

In the ward where the accident occur 
red there were twenty-five women pa- 
tients, many of them seriously ill. In th 
other wards there are about three hundred 
and fifty. The hospital is a new one 
and has modern fire appliances.

OUR HEAVY DEATH LOSS. 


it Is Half Our Increase Since Consoll- 
dation, Says Mr. Marsh. 


Before the Sunrise Club in the Café 
Buulcvard last night Benjamin C. Marsh, 


Executive Secretary of the Committee on 
Congestion of Population in New York, 
urged that a proper governmental regu- 
lation of corporations was essential. 

‘‘Over one-half,’’ said he, ‘‘of the in- 
crease of population in New York, since 
consolidation, has died, and about one- 
seventh of this {ncrease has died from 
preventable diseases. The number of 
deaths from these has varied from 15,000 
to 27,000 a year and aggregates over 200,- 
000, With modern sanitary improvements 
and preventive medicine the death rate 
hag been reduced, but there are about 
135,000 people sick every day in Greater 
New York.”’ 

Speaking of the overcrowding of the 
tenements, Mr. Marsh sald that an at- 
tempt to enforce the new tenément house 
law would drive poor people to the street. 

“The law,’ he said, ‘“ provides that 
there shall be in every tenement 400 cubic 
feet of space for every person over 12, and 
200 cubic feet for every minor under 12. 
The enforcement of this law would mean 
that some people would have to spend 
50 per cent. of their income on rent, and 
they cannot do this because they need 
clothes and food, too, Summer as well as 
Winter.” 


REWARD CHILD FOR HEROISM. 


Medal In School for Mabel McCormick, 
Who Saved a Baby’s Life. 


Mabel McCormick of Public School No. 
87 was added to the lst of child heroines 
in the schools yesterday when she re- 


celved from the hands of President Win- 
throp of the Board of Education a gold 
medal for saving a,child’s life. 

On Nov. 18 she dragged a baby from 
under the wheels of an\automobile at the 
risk of her life. 

All the class routine of her school was 
suspended for an hour yesterday in order 
that she might be rewarded in the 
presence of her playmates. 

President Winthrop commended the act 
of the little girl highly in giving her the 
medal, which was the gift of the Na- 
tional Highway Protective Association.

Judge Hand of the Uhited States Circuit 
Court yesterday gave a decision in the 
suit brought hy Lawyer Clifford W. Hart- 
ridge against Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw 
for $195,736 services and disbursements 
in the Thaw murder case, striking out a 
counter claim of $46,815.76 made by Mrs.

ing this counter claim, which she failed 
to do.

Football Changes Suggested by Yost. 
In the opinion of Fielding H. Yost, coach of 


the University of Michigan, the Rules Commit- 
tee will not make any radical changes in re- 
vising the game of football. He would like to 
see the game divided into quarters, the first of 
twenty minutes, followed by five minutes in- 
termission, then fifteen minutes more of play.

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OCEAN VIEW SIT 
FOR THE BIG FIGHT 


Jack Johnson’s Manager, George 
Little, Says This Detail Has 
Been Settled. 








HISSES FOR THE CHAMPION 





Blg Negro Fighter Boxes Too Tamely 
to Sult a Critical Elghth Ave- 
nue Audience. 


The Jeffries-Johnson fight ts going to 
take place in California, if what George 
Little, Johnson’s manager, said yester- 
day can be taken as authoritative. And 
it must be admitted, at least, that he 
ought to know. 

Johnson expressed himself as perfectly 
willing to fight Jeffries anywhers. He 
said that he had absolutely no preferences 
as to site, 50 long as it produced Jeffries 
in the best of shape and exactly on the 
stroke of the hour set for the battle. All 
that he asked, Johnson said, was that 
Jeffries should be “ right.” 

Little was inclined to be more explicit 
and voluble as to the location of the 
arena than his charge. He said that only 
one place in California was barred and 
that was Colma. Under no conditions 
that he could imagine, he said, would the 
fight be held at that place. 

The site which had been agreed upon— 
and he said that he knew of it even be- 
fore the articles of agreement were signed 
—was at Ocean View, a short distance 
south of San Francisco, and just across 
the city line. Ocean View, it may be 
stated. incidentally, is not a very great 
distance frum Coffroth’s arena at Colma. 
A temporary arena, capable of seating 
30,000 people, is to be constructed at 
Ocean View, according to Little, and a 
railroad company has agreed to deposit 
the ticket holders at the gates within 
twenty minutes from leaving Fourth and 
Market Streets, San Francisco. 

Little and Johnson were seen at an 
Eighth Avenue theatre, where the negro 
is filling a week's engagement before go- 
ing through a similar stunt in Toronto 
next week. 

“You can take it from me,” said Little, 
that the fight will never be pulled off 
in Utah. The Governor says he won't 
stand for it, and he ought to know. Of 
course Rickar ‘ths man behind the 
dough,’ and whatever he says will £0. 
But I’m sure he can’t put it over for Salt 
Lake City, much as he would like to 
do so. 

** Before the articles were signed in Ho- 
boken and while Johnson and I were on 
the train, Gleason met us at Pittsburg 
and showed me the architect’s plans and 
Specifications for the Ocean View arena. 
He said that he had everything arranged 
witn the railroad people, and that he 
would get the patrons of the fight from 
the heart of San Francisco to the scene 
of the battle within twenty-eight minutes. 
He let me understand pretty plainly that 
even if he didn’t bid high enough for the 
fight he would have something to say as 
to where it was going to be fought.” 

‘‘If Rickard says it’s going to be Salt 
Lake,’”’ broke in Johnson, ‘it'll be Salt 
Lake. He’s the man with the dough and 
that’s what I’m after, Jeffries and I are 
in this business for money. Rickard’s 
the ‘man behind the dough.’ ” 

“It'll not be Salt Lake, I’m telling you,”’ 
continued Little, ‘‘ but Ocean View.” And 
this time there was no interruption from 
the big black man, ‘I’m willing to bet 
$5,000 that the fight takes place in Cali- 
fornia and that Ocean View’s the spot.” 

At that moment the call boy, or who- 
ever takes his place at Miner’s, interrupt- 
ed the conversation to ask Johnson and 
his sparring partners to ascend the stairs 
to the stage. The house was crowded, 
about equally divided between white and 
colored men, with a few women of both 
colors interspersed here and there in the 
orchestra seats. 

Little made a short speech, in which he 
announced that the highest priced athletic 
attraction on the stage would now take 
place. He stated that a telegram had 
keen received by Johnson from Joe al- 
cott saying that the former welterweight 
champion would arrive in New York to- 
day, and that he would spar two rounds 
with the present heavyweight champion 
at the Wednesday performances. He then 
introduced Johnson’s sparring partners, 
after which the gignt negro bowed and 
scraped to the mention of his name. 

His entrance was greeted with mixed 

applause and hisses and groans. It could 
not be determined from the wings whether 
it was the white or the colored portion cf 
the audience which did the _ boohing. 
Johnson and Heineman, one of his assist- 
ants, then fiddled through a minute 
round, with Little holding the watch. It 
was so tame that the crowd, almost with- 
out exception, voiced its disapproval. And 
one shrill voice from the gallery warned 
Johnson that ‘“‘ Jeff won't do a t’ing ter 
rou.”’ 
, The catcalls were so persistent that the 
house manager had to request fair play 
in a little speech, in which he set forth 
that if Jeffries defeated Johnson, then 
Jeffries would be the champion. But that 
until that time Johnson was the champion 
and entitled to a square deal. After that 
things were considerably quieter until the 
four one-minute rounds were finished, 
upon which the exit of Johnson was to 
the accompaniment of a volume of hisses 
and boohs. 

The negro took it all good naturedly. 
“T’'m gettin’ the money, ain’t I?” was nis 
only comment.

a result President Lynch has In his pos- 
session much inside information about 
how the players make life miserable for 
the umpires. : 

President Lynch stated yesterday that 
he would announce his umpires at the end 
of the week, and in the list will probably 
be some names new to big league base- 
ball. There are one or two men whom he 
will probably try to sign whose work 
on the diamond he {fs acquainted with and 
whom he believes will be acceptable.

Charles H. Ebbets, President of the 
Brooklyn Club, had a long conference with 
President Lynch yesterday, during which 
they discussed the schedule problem thor- 
oughly.

MATTY SAYS IT’S NOT FAIR. 


Giants’ Pitcher Does Not Want Players 
Tied Down by Year-Round Contract. 


When Christy Mathewson, the Giants’ 
famous pitcher, was in Buffalo last week 
with his {indoor baseball aggregation he 
said he had not heard a great deal about 
the all-year-around contract business, but 
if the club owners wanted to arrange 
matters that way they could do so, so far 
as he was concerned. *“* Big Six ”’ contends 
that it would be a fine thing to get half 
the money during the playing season and 
half during the Winter, but he doubts that 
the present system will ever be changed. 

‘Personally, I ,wouldn’t mind getting 
my money every two weeks all year, but, 
of course, I would want it as soon as I 
earned it. The only way that it could be 
done would be to start paying the player 
before the season opened. Thus if I should 
sign with Chicago in October, Chicago 
would commence to pay me all Winter, 
so that when the playing season started t 
would have half of my money. It would 
not be fair to the player to make him 
wait six months after he has finished 
earning his money. 

' “Tf the club owners wish to protect {m- 
provident players, they can do it by pay- 
ing in advance. But the men will not 
stand for having their money kept back: 
If the club owners of a _ philanthropic 
turn of mind wish to pay the players 
every two weeks they could easily do it 
without any friction with the players. 
However, I do not think they will do it.” 

As to holding back 20 per cent. to pre- 
vent players taking part in hockey, bas- 
ket ball, baseball, and other indoor games 
during the Winter, Mathewson says that 
will hardly be done. ‘‘It would not be 
right, and would be a real hardship on 
the players, not from a mercenary point 
of view, but from a recreation standpoint. 
Indulgence in Winter sports keeps & man 
tight on edge and is a good thing if not 
indulged to excess. Indoor baseball, for 
instance, doesn’t hurt the boys, it keeps 
them loosened up, and they report in 
good shape in the Spring. hy, when I 
was attending college I played: football 
in the FalH and basket ball all Winter, 
and when I played baseball in the Sum- 
mer I never felt so well as I did after a 
hard Winter’s work in athletics.

English Fighter Makes Good Im- 
pression jin Olympio 
Club Bout.

Both, Boys Were Rather Tired at the 
_ Finish—Clubhouse Packed and 
Many Unable to Get In. 





Harry Thomas, the English bantam- 
weight fighter, made his American début 
last night in a ten-round go with Pal 
Moore of Philadelphia at the Olympic 
Athletic Club, and, although displaying 
much cleverness in the use of both his 


hands and ability to step in and out with’! 


agility, the sturdy young Quaker was 
too strong for him, and at times ham- 
mered him pretty hard. The Briton was 
quick and game, and never once did he 
retreat from the attack of Moore, and, 
while Thomas did much of the leading, 
Moore went into clinches often and wor- 
ried his man with short, choppy smashes 
to the face and body. 

When the fun was over Thomas’s coun- 
tenance had fared worse than Moore's, 
although both boxers were evidently tired. 
The final session was a whirlwind affair, 
with Moore boring in wildly, trying to 
get over a dream punch, but the Eng- 
lishman was too game, and fought back 
even when Moore was landing on him. 

The clubhouse on 125th Street 
jammed, and hundreds were left howling 
on the outside. There were a few prelim- 
inaries which were slam-bang affairs, and 
just furnished appetizers for the main go. 

Owen Mée¢ren, another English fighter, 
handled Thornas, and Jimmy De Forrest 
was the chief of Moore’s camp. 
Briton went into the fight with much 
caution and seemed anxious. The Quaker 
lost no time in coaxing him close and 
displayed nis best at infighting. In the 


second ana third rounds Moors itanded on 
his Oopponent’s face and body often. But 
there wasn’t enough steam behind them 
to do real harm to the Englishman worse 
than enlarging his face in the vicinity of 
the left eye. Moore rushed Thomas in 
the fourth with violence enough to send 
him to the floor, but the foreigner was up 
like a flash. 

After the fifth round Moore tired and 
Thomas did most of the leading. In the 
sixth the Briton hit Moore a.smart clip 
in the jaw which sent him to the floor, 
but in an instant he was up and got rights 
and lefts to the Englishman’s head bec- 
fore he knew what had happened. In 
the seventh and eighth rounds Thomas did 
his best work, landing on Moore’s body 
and head with both hands, and in ine 
meantime showing how shiftily he could 
use his feet. . 

The attack of Thomas did not damage 
Moore, who was unusually strong even if 
he wasn’t boxing as cleverly as the 
stranger. Many of the Quaker’s swings 
were wild and were neatly ducked by 
Thomas. Moore’s best work was his ag- 

ressive in-fighting, when he rained short 
abs at his opponent. The last of the 
ninth and the tenth rounds had the crowd 
on its feet waving hats in the air. The 
fighters went at each other with a ven- 
geance, and it was a fast give-and-take 
session most of the way.

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“ADMINISTRATION MEASURES.” 

It is the President's Constitutional 
right and duty to recommend toe Con- 
gress “‘such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expedient.” During the 
official term of Mr. Tarrt’s predecessor 
it was customary to send such recom- 
mendations in the form of those essays 
which would have been admirable as 
contributions to current literature, but 
which have not received general ap- 
proval as Presidential messages. Presi- 
fent Tarr is making his recommenda- 
tions in the form of bills. If he had at- 
fempted to introduce them personally 
am the floor of either House the incon- 
jruity and impropriety would have 
challenged instant attention. There is 
no member of either House who would 
not have perceived the infringement of 
his prerogative, but because the bills 
are said simply to be ready for the use 
of Congress if wanted, the form of 
courtesy so covers and obscures the 
principle involved that many approve a 
beginning which should not be allowed 
to strike too deep a root. 

The President ought not to mittate 
the. legislation which he {is to adminis- 
ter,.and he ought not to be a partisan. 
The President is President of the citi- 
zens who voted against him as well as 
those who voted for him. Republicans 
and Democrats are equally subject to 
the laws, which, when placed upon the 
Statute book, cease to be matters of 
contention, and become matters for 
conscientious obedience by all good citi- 
zens. This is not true of mere projects 
of-law, which are simply proposals for 
the embodiment of the mandate given 
at the polls. Congressmen do not cease 
to be partisans when they take their 
. 86Ats, or when they introduce bills. No 
déference is due to any Republican or 
Democratic Congressman’s suggestions, 
and the criticism which they raceive is 
part of a polishing process which is of 
high utility, and not easily applied to a 
President’s suggestions, so great is the 
prestige of his office. There {s no 
American who did not feel regret that 
any Representative should consent to 
offer a bill recommended by the Presi- 
dent only with the derogatory formula 
“by request” appended. Yet how 
could any Representative who disap- 
proved the proffered bill consent to in- 
troduce it otherwise? 

The corporation tax affords an ex- 
ample of how the plan of “ Administra- 
tion measures’ works. No Republican 
could have introduced it with any pros- 
pect of advancing it by any argument 
deduced from the Republican platform, 
or the mandate of the electorate. If 
introduced as a private measure, it 
could not have been enacted in the 
form in which it stands. But it was an 
** Administration measure,” offered as 
perfected by the highest talent, and ac- 
cepted as such. After it was enacted 
the Administration naturally had a 
fatherly feeling for jt, and construed 
its defects in a manner to make it 
workable. If construed literally it {gs 
probably bad constitutionally, and cer- 
tainly bad practically. As construed in 
order to make it workable the legal and 
practical and Constitutional defects 
may or may not have been cured. It is 
certain that lawsuits are pending to try 
out a few of the objections which have 
arisen already, with more fn reserve. 
Surely no friend of the President likes 
this situation. Surely no Republican 
likes his party’s responsibility for a 
measure without excuse through sanc- 
tion by the party council. 

But now there is a whole batch of 
such bills pending. There are nearly a 
dozen regarding conservation, and the 
details of conservation are as vexed as 
the details of the tariff, upon which the 
parcty’s embarrassment is enough for 
the greediest standpatter. There are 
A44ministration bills regarding railways 
and inter-State commerce and National 
incorporation. And there ts a large and 
growing opposition to them each and 
all. Now, opposition to Republican 
bis, or to Democratic bills, is useful, 
but ‘opposition to Administration bills 
is embarrassing. There are plain indi- 
eations that Congress is not as recep- 
tive as the legislators of Porto Rico or 
the Philippines might be. The country 
. would be better pleased, we think, if 
the Administration used all its energies 
in straightening out the tangles in ex- 
isting laws, without making fresh dif- 
Wiculties by “ Administration meas- 
lures,” which are politically neither fish, 
‘flesh, nor fowl, and have no excuse in 
‘amy popular demand. The demand is 

-gther for retracing steps already 
x with consequent derogation from 
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the Presidential authority, either under 
the Constitution, or in a party sense. 





NOTTINGHAM PRICES. 

We have all known, since the Gilbert 
and Sullivan operas, that a policeman’s 
lot in\the United Kingdom is not a 
happy one, but few of us, we think, are 
prepared for the statistics as to the pay 
of the guardians of his Majesty's peace 
in Nottingham, furnished by Consul 
MauHIN. It seems that there are 320 
policemen of whom forty-five receive 
less than 12 cents an hour, while the 
weekly pay works out at from $6.25 to 
$9. Until this year they worked every 
day in the year, with twenty-one days’ 
vacation; recently they have been 
granted one day in seven “off,” and 
the annual vacation is reduced to one 
week. They receive an allowance which 
partly meets the expense of clothing 
and they participate in a benefit fund. 
But their highest possible compensa- 
tion is only about one-half of the low- 


York. Other employés in the lower 
grade of the Nottingham service re- 
ceive from 6 cents to 12 cents an hour 
for twelve hours’ work. 

A movement to increase the scale of 
wages has been. resisted by the authori- 
ties for fear of an increase in the 
taxes, which are now “abnormally 
high.” It would be interesting to know 
what the normal level is held to be. 
Advocates among the laboring class of 
the plan of municipal ownership of 
street railways will do well to note 
that conductors in Nottingham get a 
maximum of 12 cents an hour and 
motormen a “ shade more.”’ Such wages, 
of course, would not be adopted in this 
country, but it is apparently a condition 
to the economical running of the town 
roads. 








MR. WHITMAN’S FRAME OF MIND. 

District Attorney Wurrman’s frame of 
mind when he expressed his contempt 
for the “ high-class citizens ’"’ who wrote 
to him 20,000 letters after his election, 
requesting the appointment of ac- 
quaintances to lucrative jobs, will not 
hold. There is nothing new or strange 
in his predicament, if he persists in se- 
riously regarding it as a predicament. 
Certainly 19,950 of his correspondents 
would have been astounded if the men 
they recommended had secured employ- 
ment. It is very easy to dictate a let- 
ter of introduction to one’s stenogra- 
pher and tel] the office boy to hand it 
to the eager person in the anteroom. 
One has then done “ the best he could,” 
paid a real or imaginary debt to the 
applicant’s friends or relatives, and 
“put it up to Charley.” After that one 
may enjoy his evening at the club with 
his mind unburdened by a pressing lit- 
tle annoyance. 

The young man with the letter of in- 
troduction, who “ got by”’ the District 
Attorney's secretary and consumed an 
hour of his time one day, might have 
done the same thing without the letter. 
Whether or not he is qualified to fill a 
post in the District Attorney’s office, he 
is persistent enough to find a place 
somewhere and do well with it. The 
District Attorney ought to have sent 
him to Commissioner Epwarps. He 
needs persistent fellows. 

It is an old, old story that intelligent 
men of good standing will give letters 
of introduction heedlessly, and laugh 
at protests against them. It is a cheap 
way to show one’s generosity. If Mr. 
WHITMAN has no worse difficulties to 
contend with he will do well. Every 
business man has his share of this sort 
of persecution, and nearly every busi- 
ness man gets even by treating his 
friends in the same way. The bearer 
of a letter of introduction, unless he is 
planning to do a substantial favor to 
the man to whom it is addressed, rarely 
gets anything more than a few coldly 
polite words. The man with a letter of 
introduction who succeeds in his object 
would, nine cases out of ten,. succeed 
without the letter. 








THE NEW YORK MERIT SYSTEM. 

There are some notable features in 
the report of the State Civil Service 
Commission. The mere fact that it is 
the twenty-seventh year of the Com- 
mission’s existence is significant to 
those who have followed the history of 
the patient and sustained efforts to in- 
troduce the merit system into the State 
service. In connection with this fact 
is the cognate one that the report is 
not required to mention any attempt 
of the Legislature in the past year to 
weaken or embarrass the civil service 
law. On the contrary, its administra- 
tion has steadily extended and with 
every extension has met with added 
success and approval. 

For example, the principle of compe- 
tition has been applied during the 
year to the selection of Deputy Attor- 
neys General receiving less than $3,000 
& year and to Superintendents of High- 
ways. In the latter case Mr. HooKER, 
the head of the Department of High- 
ways, who had originally opposed the 
change, accepts the results of the ex- 
amination as satisfactory. .In the case 
of the Attorneys General the Commis- 
sion argues with force that the exten- 
sion of competition to even higher 
grades than in the recent rule would 
tend nox only to secure good men for 
the places, but continuity in the serv- 
ice. The Commission states with en- 
tire accuracy the effect of competition 
when properly applied: 

The competitive classification would 
prevent positions on the staff from be- 
ing used for patronage with a change 
of administration, and at the same 
time would leave an Attorney General 
entirely free to dispense with as- 
sistants who were not rendering effi- 


cient service or not faithfully carrying 
out his policy.

It protects them 
solely, as the ss states, from 
the patronage hunters, but it leaves 
the appointing officer absolutely free 
to make any removals—except in the 
case of veterans—which he deems nec- 
essary for the good of the service. 
Both effects are essential to good 
work. 

The Commission devotes some atten- 
tion to the discussion of the question 
of retirement pensions or insurance 
for the State service. Its views are 
sound. It advocates insurance rather 
than pensions, and insurance with a 
fixed surrender value, in order that 
there shall not be any pretext for a 
claim of “vested right” 
ment. It recommends that the cost of 
insurance shall be borne by the em- 
ployés, with the exception of some aid 
from the State to the older men already 
near to the age of retirement. There 
is, however, no pressing need for action, 
as the loss to the State from superan- 
nuation is very small, much less, prob- 
ably, than the cost of establishing a 
retirement system. In any plan that 
may be adopted the efficiency of the 
service should clearly and firmly be 
kept tn mind. Such efficiency would 
be advanced, perhaps, by a@ proper re- 
tirement provision which offered ad- 
vantages to faithful and competent 
employés on the one hand, and on the 
other made entirely clear the right and 
duty of superior officers to insist on 
competent and faithful work at the risk 
That is the re- 
quirement of plain business sense, and 
it applies more to public than to pri- 
vate business because the former is in 
the nature of a trusteeship and should 
be conducted with the utmost regard 
to the interests and rights of those for 
whom the trustees act.

THE VOTING IN ENGLAND. 


No further doubt is possible of the 
results of the British elections. Of the 
supporters of the Asquith-Lloyd-George 
policies 108 were returned by yester- 
day’s voting. The Unionists carried 92 
seats, and their net gain was 14. JoHNn 
Burns of Battersea, AUGUSTINE BIR- 
RELL, and other members of the Gov- 
ernment were re-elected. The majori- 
tiles were greatly reduced, of course, 
but the indications now are that the 
Liberals will have a firm control of the 
House of Commons. 

The maintenance of free trade is as- 
sured, the schemes of land taxation 
and supertaxes of the well to do will 
be carried out, and doubtless Mr. 
WINSTON CHURCHILL’S plan of unem- 
ployment insurance will be aired in the 
House early in the session. A deliber- 
ate assault on the cherished preroga- 
tives of the House of Lords would 
mean a fresh appeal to the country. 
Doubtless the victors will prefer to en- 
joy their triumph a little while before 
they go forth to battle again. 








HIGHLANDS PARK OPPOSITION. 

From Albany come rumors, and they 
are inherently probable, that the terms 
upon which Mrs. HARRIMAN, Mr, Mor- 
GAN, Mr. ROCKEFELLER, and fourteen 
other private individuals will supply in 
lands and money one-half the capital 
needed for the proposed new Highlands 
Park will be closely scrutinized by the 
Legislature before it commits the State 
to the plan. That is quite natural and 
proper. The teeth of a gift-horse that 
is only partly a gift-horse ought to be 
inspected. ) 

Gov. HUGHES says the horse is a bar- 
gain, and that the State ought to be 
grateful for the offer of it on such ad- 
vantageous terms. But in his message 
transmitting the offer the Governor 
was careful to include copies of all the 
correspondence with the Palisades Park 
Commission and with the private in- 
dividuals concerned, in which the terms 
of the gift are explicitly set forth, so 
that the people and their representa- 
tives might know exactly what they 
were doing should they decide that ths 
park shall be theirs. It is offered, Mr. 
GEORGH W. PERKINS said, as “one 
completed and rounded-out plan, viz., 
the drive under the Palisades, the sav- 
ing of Hook Mountain, the moving of 
the prison site, and the establishment 
of a great Park at the north end of the 
drive.” Mr. CHARLES A. PHABODY thus 
explains the ‘“‘ string” to Mrs. Harri- 
MAN’S gift of $1,000,000 and 10,000 acres 
of park lands: 

It is proper to say that adjacent to 
the proposed park on the north is a 
tract of land which now constitutes 
Mrs. HARRIMAN’S residence, and it has 
occurred to her that if some future 
suggestion as to the enlargement of the 
park should have in contemplation the 
condemnation, under the power of the 
State, of other lands of hers, it might 
greatly interfere with her plans as to 
the future, and she would not wish her 
gift to the State to be made the start- 
ing point of such a@ proceeding. She 
realizes that the exercise by the State 
of its power of eminent domain prob- 
ably cannot be limited by any agree- 
ment, and it has seemed, therefore, 
wise that this gift on her part should 
be made conditional upon there being 
no attempt in the future to encroach 


on what she desires to retain for her 
own use. 


It seems to Gov. HuGues reasonable, 
therefore, that the State accept Mrs. 
HARRIMAN’S gift under the condition 
that, if it be found necessary here- 
after to condemn other land in Orange 
County belonging to her or her de- 
scendants, the grant of park lands shall 
thereupon revert to her or her heirs. 
Of course, in case of a dilemma not now 
foreseen or conceivable, making im- 
perative the condemnation of lands on 
the Harriman estate, it might possibly 
waive this reasonable stipulation, which 
contemplates merely a possible en- 


in employ- 





croachment of the park beyond the Iim- 
its set by its donor. 

Other motives will be looked for in 
the gifts of other private individuals. 
They will be accused of contributing in 
order to rid themselves of an objection- 
able prison site near their property. 
But a prison ought not to be in a recre- 
ation park, so that, if the whole plan 
of the park be wise, it would be to the 
public interest to remove the prison, 
even at the expense of $250,000 already 
invested in the site. Tam Timms has for 
years urged the acquisition by the State 
of all this picturesque and historic river 
front. Now is the time, we think, to 
acquire it most cheaply. 





CONNAUGHT FOR VICEROY. 

There are two reasons why a large 
number of Canadians desire the ap- 
pointment of the Duke of CONNAUGHT 
as Governor General. One is obvious. 
The social influence of the residence 
of the King’s brother at Ottawa would 
be enormous. Society and the shop- 
keepers, alike, would be_ gratified. 
Prince ARTHUR is a popular man, in 
spite of his retiring disposition, and he 
has the English gentleman’s traditional 
tastes. The capital would wake up. 
There would be more gayety in its so- 
cial life than there has been since the 
memorable term of the Marquis of 
LORNE and his royal wife. The influ- 
ence would doubtless extend to Amert- 
can society. Ottawa would become, per- 
haps, a continental fashionable centre. 

On the other hand the Conservattves 
are depressed by what they call the 
Government’s “ separatist ” policy. The 
cry of “Canada for the Canadians” 
does not thrill them. They belong to 
the British Empire, they are heart and 
soul with old England in its triumphs 
and troubles. The advent of the Hm- 
peror of India’s brother as Viceroy 
woulc surely stir up the true British 
spirit in the Dominion, It will be 
worth Mr. AsquiTn’s avhile to think of 
this when he gets back to office. They 
say HERBERT GLADSTONE has been sent 
to South Africa to get him out of the 
Cabinet. In the South African climate 
an iceberg will be an agreeable nov- 
elty. Mr. Liorp-Groren and Mr. BuRNsS 
may be brought to consider that one 
member of the-royal family in Canada 
will make one less at home.

Silence might be 
taken as confession by those who thought 
only of the appeal] to their sympathies, 
and the consequence might be legislative 
action of the kind that has had in recent 
years such disastrous effects in halting 
medical progress in England, 

Therefore has he told, plainly, but with- 
out heat, the facts of vivisection as he 
knows them and as everybody ought to 
know them before venturing an opinion 
of its propriety or its necessity. He has 
told, too, the sort of people by whom 
the latest sensation was started, the 
causes of their suddenly developed tend- 
erness of heart, and the methods they 
have used in seeking support for their 
calumnies.

Fear of burial alive 
persists, in spite of the 
certainty that it‘is the 
very least of the in- 
numerable dangers to 
which humanity is exposed. The thing 
has happened, no doubt, but only in con- 
ditions like those of war or great epi- 
demics, when the disposal of the dead is 
hasty and careless, In other circum- 
stances it is practically {mpossible, and 
what are described occasionally as in- 
stances of it can be dismissed as based 
on nothing more than an accidental dis- 
turbance of the coffined dead, brought 
about during or just before committal to 
the earth. Every trustworthy authority 
is agreed on this,point, and yet people in 
considerable numbers go on worrying over 
the possibility of premature burial. 

A woman who recently died in Pittsburg 
was so disturbed by this groundless ap- 
prehension that in her will she directed 
her executors, a trust company, to see to 
it that before she was buried a dagger 
should be thrust three times through her 
heart. A relative objected to the per- 
formance of this grisly ceremony, on the 
ground that it would be ‘* desecration,’ 
while the company insisted on carrying 
out the provision of the will. 

The controversy is curiously melodra- 
matic to have for scene a city as prosaic 
and practical as Pittsburg, but we faintly 
recall that the piercing of dead hearts 
with daggers or big needles has been the 
custom in certain European families.

Gas Bills tn Philadelphia. 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The person to whom you referred the other 
day as complaining that gas bills grow larger 
as the price goes down is ‘‘ dead right’’ in 
his assertion. Last year you published my 
statement under head of ‘* Paradoxical Gas 
Bills,’*’ which showed my yearly bills higher 
by 20 per cent, with gas at 80 cents than with 
gas at $1.10. Incredible as it may appear, in 
Philadelphia under municipal ownership Dills 
always increased after every reduction tn price, 
A relative with whom I boarded had two large 
houses on Broad Street. Gas in 1865 was $3 
per thousand feet, and her Dills for three 
months ran from $50 to $60. During the 
twelve years I made my home with her the 
price of gas was lowered from time to time 
and her bills increased after each reduction. 
When gas got down to $1.50 her bills ran up 
to $150 for three months, and when I called 
to pay the bill I said to the cashier, ‘* For 
heaven’s sake put gas back to $3, $4, or $5, 
for if {t ever goes to 10 cents none but multi- 
millionafres will be able to afford its luxury.’’

ence of the Governors at Washington to- 
morrow marks the beginning of a new 
epoch in the political history of the Na- 
tion. It is the first meeting ever held of 
the State Executives as a body seeking. 
by their united influence, to secure unl- 
form laws on vital subjects for the wel- 
fare of the entire country. It should not 


be confused with the Roosevelt confer-. 


ences of May and December, 1908. It is 
in no sense a continuation of them. It 
is essentially different in aim, method, 
and basis, and is larger, broader, and 
more far-reaching in its possibilities. 


Dangers Confronting the Republic. 


The Nation to-day is facing a grave 
crisis in its history. Vital problems af- 
fecting the welfare of the whole country, 
remaining unsolved through the years, 
have at last reached an acute stage, 
where they demand solution. This solu- 
tion must come now in some form—either 
in harmony with the Constitution or in 
defiance of it. The Federal Government 
has been and still is absolutely powerless 
to act because of Constitutional Iimita- 
tion: the State Governments have the 
sole power, but heretofore no way has 
been provided for them to exercise that 
power. 

Senator Elihu Root points out fairly, 
squarely, and relentlessly the two great 
dangers confronting the Republic—the 
danger of the National Government break- 
ing down in its effective machinery 
through the burdens that threaten to be 
cast upon it, and the danger that the 
local self-government of the States may, 
through disuse, become inefficient. The 
House of Governors plan seems to have 
in it possibilities of mastering both of 
these evils at one stroke. 

The History of the Plan in Brief. 


There are three basic weaknesses in the 
American system of government as we 
know it to-day. There are three insidious 
evils that are creeping like a blood-poison 
through the body politic, threatening 
the very life of the Republic. They 
are killing the soul of self-govern- 
ment, though, perhaps, not its form; 
destroying its essence, though, per- 
haps, not its name. These three evils, 
so intertwined as to be practically one, 
are the growing centralization at Wash- 
ington, the shifting, undignified. uncer- 
tain status of State rights, and the lack 
of uniform laws. 

It was to propose a possible cure for 
these three evils that I sent in February, 
1907, to President Roosevelt and to the 
Governors of the country advance proofs 
of a pamphlet on a new idea in American 
politics. It was the institution of a new 
House, a new representation of the peo- 
ple and of the States to secure uniform 
legislation on those questions wherein the 
Federal Government couid not act be- 
cause of Constitutional Imitation. The 
plan proposed, so simple that it would 
require no Constitutional amendment to 
put it into effect, was the organization 
of the House of Governors. 

More than thirty Governors responded 
in cordial approval of the plan. Eight 
months later, October, 1907, President 
Roosevelt invited the State Executives 
to a conference at Washington in May, 
1908. I pointed out at that time what 
seemed an intrinsic weakness of the con- 
vention, that it could have little practical 
result, because it would be, after all, 
only a conference, where the Federal 
Government, by its limitations, was pow- 
erless to carry the findings of the con- 
ference into effect, and the Governors, 
acting not’as a co-operative body but 
as individuals, would be equally power- 
less in effecting uniform legislation. It 
was a conference of conflicting powers, 
an unwise attempt to mix Federal oil 
with the water of purely inter-State in- 
terests. 

Meeting as a Body of Peers. 


The Governors were urged to meet as 
a body of peers, working out by united 
State action those problems where United 
States action had for more than a cent- 
ury proved powerless. At the close of the 
Roosevelt conference the Governors, at 
an adjourned meeting, appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange time and place for a 
session of the Governors in a body of 
their own, independently of the President. 
This movement differentiated the pro- 
posed meeting absolutely from that with 
the President in every fundamental. It 


essentially became more than a confer- | 


ence; it meant a deliberative body of the 
Governors uniting to initiate, to inspire, 
and to influence uniform laws. The com- 
mittee then named, consisting of three 
members, later increased to five, set the 
dates Jan. 18, 19, and 20 for the first ses- 
sion of the Governors as a separate body. 


Powerlessness of the Federal Gov-« 


ernment, 


The Federal Government cannot act on 
these questions. We must realize this 
and face it. It is not a matter of admin- 
istration policy or personnel. Were every 
member of the Federal Government, 
the President, Cabinet, Senate, and House 
of Representatives, absolutely patriotic, 
politically pure, and inspired only by the 
highest and most unselfish motives, they 
still would be powerless. The Federal 
Government is one of limited and enumer- 
ated powers. The Constitution fenced it 
in and sald practically: ‘‘ This is the ab- 
solute present limit of your domain; not 
one inch beyond this can you go unless 
the States deem it wise to grant you 
additional powers by Constitutional 
amendment. All other rights and powers 
belong to the States and to the people.’ 
The Federal Government has no inherent 
powers whatever; they have those dele- 
gated in explicit termins by the States. 

It is folly to expect relief by Constitu- 
tional amendment. There are at least thir- 
ty to fifty great questions, not Federal, 
yet of vital interest to all of the States, 
requiring uniform laws. To enable the 
Federal Government to act on them might 
require fully as many Constitutional 
amendments. As we have been able to se- 
cure only three amendments in over a hun- 
dred years, and as 435 proposed amend- 
ments in Congress in fifteen years, from 
1889 to 1904, failed even on the two-thirds 
vote necessary to refer them to the 
States, the hopelessness of relief in this 
way, even if it were wise, is self-evident. 
These questions may be settled by the co- 
operative action of the States through 
the House of Governors without requiring 
any Constitutional amendment. 


Powers and Privileges of the States. 


The States can make uniform laws on 
many vital questions without exceeding 
their rights in the least and without re- 
quiring any new powers by Constitutional 
amendment. Some of these subjects close- 
ly connected with the best interests of 
the entire country and on which free dis- 
cussion tending toward uniform legisla- 
tion is desirable may be named—marriage 
and divorce, rights of married women, 
corporations and trusts, conservation of 
National resources, pure-food laws, in- 
surance, extradition, child labor, capital 
punishment, direct primaries, convict ual 
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bor, prison reform, contracts, uniform 
system of conveyancing, inheritance tax, 
income tax, mortgages, referendum, elec- 
tion reforms, and similar topics. 

There are honest believers in centraitt 
zation, because they realized the need of 
uniform laws and felt that. they could 
come only through the Federal Govern 
ment. They must now see the hopeless- 
ness of such a belief and should welcome 
the House of Governors and co-operate 
toward making it prove equal to its pos- 
sibilities. Those who are honestly op- 
posed to the growing tendency to the 
concentration of all powers in the hands 
of the Federal Government must realize 
that killing centralization is not enough; 
this does not solve the problems. There 
are buring questions in the buffer terri- 
tory between the Federal Government and 
the States, in the so-called ‘‘ twilight 
zone.”’ If we. send back the Federal en- 
gines as not being qualified, we must 
call out the State reserve engines. 


The Constitution Not Outlived. 


During the past few years there have 
been increasing slurs cast upon the Con- 
stitution as a back-number document, . 
“good enough for conditions a hundred ~: 
and more years ago, but not for a great 
Nation like ours.’’ The Constitution is a 
marvelously wise, broad, able plan. It is : 
true it may not fit a paternal, imperial, 
centralized Government, for it was not 
designed for such, nor do we want such, 
but if we are to continue as a Republis, | 
where the people govern, where the sow 
ereign States are self-governing, and the 
Federal Government only does those 
things which the States individually can- 
not do for themselves, then the Consti- 
tution has not been outlived; it merely 
has not been lived up to. 

There should be no fetich, worship of 
the Constitution as a complete, final, un- 
changeable document, but we should have 
reverence for it in whatever condition we 
permit it to remain. If it be in any point 
inadequate to present needs, let us modi- 
fy it by amendment, but as our chart and 
our charter it should be revered as the 
bulwark of American liberty. There is 
surely no menace in a Constitution that, 
limiting the power of the Federal Gov-_ 
ernment, retains all powers not thus ex- 
clusively granted in the hands of the 
States and the people. The trouble has 
been that, while the States have had the 
Power, no way has been provided for. 
them to get together as States and to 
execute the will of the people. The House 
<f Governors seems to meet this need. 

The House of Governors would elimi- 
nate probably 90 per cent. of the need 
of Constitutional amendment by provid- 
ing a way for the States to exercise in 
co-operation the power they have always 
had. It would afford an easy way to se- 
cure amendment on the remaining 10 per 
cent. by starting the impulse for amend- 
ment from the State Legislatures through 
the initiative of the House of Governors. 
Up to the present time all amendments 
have begun in Congress. 

The House Could Not Make Laws. 


It has been said that the House of Gor- 
ernors could not make laws. This does 
not imply weakness; it marks safety, 
solidity, and strength. Its power is as 
an initiative moral influence. Were it 
possible to empower it to make laws it 
would be a more dangerous menace than 
even our present centralization, because 
vesting legislative rights in a smaller 
body, But such a condition is not pos- 
s‘ble; it would mean an unwise over- 
throwing of the entire Constitution. Be- 
hind the House would ever be the pneo- 
ple; the House, with its diffused moral 
power vitalized only by the people’s will, 
could never be a menace. It would live 
only as a representative of the people, 
with no law-making pcwer nor possibility 
of such. It would be a focusing point for 
public opinion; it wouid transform this 
into a dynamic public sentiment in the 
interest of self-government, and _ this 
would mean for the people a larger voice, 
a vote, and a veto in the guidance of 
their own destiny, and a power that could 
compel legislation. 

The American Ideal of Self-Govern- 
ment, 

The one point of superiority of a mon- 
archy over a republic is in the uniformity 
of its laws on questions where uniforml- 
ty is essential for the closest cohesion 
and the fullest harmony of the people. 
The House of Governors grafts this idea 
on the republican principle of self-gov- 
ernment where they themselves make 
these laws through their own Legislat- 
ures. May it not be that the House of 
Governors may complete and perfect the 
ideal of American self-government, and 
in the working out of its details have 
corrective influenee and inspiration in 


| many ways now unrealized? 


Possibilities of the House. 


The House of Governors, even if it were 
merely a meeting place for the heads of 
our State Governments, would be of val- 


ue, but with regular conferences on the 
broad basis of mutual helpfulness in the 
unifying of our laws and of combined ac- 
tion in staying the insidious invasion of 
centralized government, with the sympa- 
thy and co-operation of the people of the 
country, and with the lawmaking powers 
of the State Legislatures led into har- 
mony, shamed into activity, or forced to 
do the people’s will, the House of Goy- 
ernors, it would seem, should become in 
a ‘few years a mighty force in the Amer- 
ican Government. It should give the peo- 
ple greater power, strengthen the States 
by granting them fuller liberty, unite 
and unify them more perfectly, and make 
Se States more truly the United 
tates 


RAILROAD OUTSIDE THE LAW. 
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Report Says New Haven Should For 


feit Massachusetts Charter. 
BOSTON, Jan. 17.—That the New York, 


New Haven & Hartford Railroad has vio- 
lated the laws of Massachusetts and that 
it should at once obtain the approval of 
the Legisiature for its consolidation with © 
the Consolidated Company of Connecti- 


cut, and of the issue of a large amount ° 
of stock and bonds, under penalty of.a 
forfeiture of its charter in this State, are 
the conclusions of a special commission 
which has investigated the situation and 
which submitted its report to the Legis- 
lature to-day. 

The commission finds that the essential 
factor which has created the strained re- 
lations between the New Haven Road and 
this State is the exercise by the company 
of privileges granted by Connecticut, In 
violation of the laws of Massachusetts. 
These privileges, the commission holds, 
amount to converting the company into a 
non-supervised holding company unless 
Massachusetts shall in some degree exePe 
cise supervision. There should be a com- 
mon rule of corporate conduct, uniform in 
several jurisdictions, which at once sug- 
gests Federal control. The commission 
points out’ that the President has de- 
clared in favor of such control, which, if | 
approved by Congress, will, in part, solve 
this question. f 

The commission suggests that the New 
Haven Company within a reasonable time 
should petition the Legislature for the 
authorization of its acts. In doing so {ft 
should submit a complete report of its 
finances. The commission points out that 
Massachusetts cannot validate securities 
which are issued for any ~prapercy ote

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After seeing “The Arcadians "’ one comes 
-@way with a sort of resident impression 
of a morning out of doors in a very pleas- 
.ant sunshiny land peopled by graceful 
figures, a place where soft airs lull and 
soothe, and the prose of the workaday 
world seems very gray and dull beside the 
charming simple life. 

That is probably one of the reasons why 
“The Arcadians’’ was such a hit in Lon- 
don. That is probably just the reason 
why in this tumultuous town of nervous, 
energetic hustling ‘‘ The Arcadians”’ will 
duplicate its foreign success. It is rest- 
ful and soothing. And though the in- 
gredients are of the regular musical com- 
edy sort, girls and tunes and tunes and 
girls, with the comedians to add the spice 
to the general concoction, there has been 
some very skillful mixing. Instead of a 
heavy and indigestible mass there emerges, 
therefore, a sort of musical comedy cul- 
inary triumph. The old things went into 
the pot—they came out changed. Just, 
for example, as Mr. James Smith, caterer, 
of London, England, went into the well 
of truth and would have come out an- 
other man—only he happened to be Eng- 
lish, and you never can change that. 

To begin with, there is a story—not 80 
much of a story if you analyze it— 
but enough to hold an idea, and that idea 
is rigorously maintained to the very end. 
For the Arcadians, very simple, de- 
lightful, carefree people, living in @ sort 
of sylvan glade, where the grass is very 
green and the flowers very pink and red, 
and where Old Time has forgotten to in- 
trude, are surprised one morning by the 
sudden arrival, via a collapsing aeroplane, 
of Mr. John Smith, who for the first time 


introduces a lie into their midst, and is 
transformed in consequence with a sud- 
den disappearance of all the signs uf 
age, the bald pate, the side whiskers, 
and all the other et ceteras of the mid- 
die-tlass English shopman on the stage. 
And as it appears that. John Smith is 
only one of a numerous class, and as the 
Arcadians are particularly desirious of 
reforming others as they have reformed 
this visitor, they, the Arcadians, on their 
part, determine to visit London to see 
what they can do. 

Now, it ought to be easy to see how 
the contrasts which result may be the 
means of producing some good fun, but 
between seeing a thing of this. sort 
mentally and producing it physicially 
there is a wide difference. Authors, com- 
posers, and a. nave combined for- 
tunately to bring about a highly pleasing 
result, so that ‘‘ The Arcadians’”’ is both 
lovely, to the eye and pleasing to the 
ear, and, not infrequently, tickling to the 
Sense of humor. 

.,The fun is seldom of a hilarious sort, 
to. be sure, and most of that part of it 
comes from the dry, droll humor of Per- 
cival Knight, a comedian who is satisfied 
to leave something to the imagination of 
his audience, but he has the backing of 
a situation and good lines, which ought 
always to make good comedy, but often 
gaoesn’t, if the actor overdoes or under- 
does his share. In this case neither the 
one fault or the other is present. And 
s0 Mr. Knight, as a _ lugubrious-faced 

ckey, who never won a race, never 

opes to win one, and sadly repines at 
memory of the other jockeys in the race 
falling to him to “ take a taxi,’’ succeeds 
in introducing just the element of fun 
needed to relieve the pretty little love 
story, give the chorus time to change 
its clothes, and the singers time to catch 
their breath between songs, almost every 
one of which gets many encores. 

With the Arcadians in London, the 
scene changes to the Askwood race track, 
where, instead of simple bare-legged beau- 
ties in graceful, clinging draperies, the 
modish, up-to-date show girls, in hign- 
tilted coiffures, sweeping trains, and 
blazing jewels, fill the frame with beauty 
and give variety, color, and dash to the 
picture. 

The two Arcadian maidens, in their 
guileless way, bestowing kisses with the 
innocent freedom of their own land of 
delightful custom, succeed in making 
trouble for the lovers, but not of a nature, 
so serious that it may not be overcome 
before the final curtain falls. Also, as is 
proper, the right horse wins the race, aft°p 
the Arcadian maiden has talked witn 
him and told him he must win, and sent 
the transformed John Smith to take the 
disabled jockey’s place. And the effect 
of the race, with the people on the stage 
massed down close to the footlights, loox- 
ing out over the audience and sweeping 
an imaginary course with tyeir glasses, 
is worked up with lots of dash and spirit. 

But, as may be surmised of John Smith, 
habit is strong, and having got back, to 
London, his old enterprise interests him, 
so he must start an Arcadian restavrant, 
displaying in the last act an exquisitely 
lovely bower of green and purple, »ung 
with wistaria, and lilacs, and huge 
bunches or grapes. In and out of this new 
Arcadia the story and the people make 
their way to some of the prettiest music 
of the piece. Incidentally, John Smith 
must meet his wife Maria, who is smitten 
with his youthful charms, but who is 
ready to welcome him home, after he has 
‘told another lie, had another dive into 
the well of truth, and bgen returned to 
the bosom of his family, the same be- 
whiskered, middjJe-aged Britisher of old. 
Whereupon the Arcadians presumably go 
back to their happy land, where those 
who wish may find them to-night and, 
no doubt, for many nights to come. 

“ A stranger to Broadway, Ethel Cad- 
‘man, very pretty and very graceful, and 
<who has a most pleasing voice, with a 
Heautiful bird note, quickly made her 
‘way into favor last night, singing de- 
lightfully “‘ The Pipes of Pan,” *“ Arcady 

Is Ever Young,’ and “Light Is My 
Heart.’’ Audrey Mapel, a beauty of the 
‘most translucent type; as the other chief 
Arcadian, was very agreeable both in 
‘speech and song. And again, Miss Julia 
Sanderson, never prettier than now, was 
‘thoroughly charming and winsome. She 
danced splendidly and was repeatedly re- 
called, and deserved to be. Connie Ediss’s 
“opportunities were not especially rich, 
‘but she made the most of them. Frank 
Moulin is decidedly not funny. Alan 
Mudie has a pleasant manner, sings 
and dances nicely, and Mr. Knight, al- 
ready referred to, has a canital topical 
song, “‘ My Motter,” which he sings with 
side-splitting effect. . 

Hither the chorus is exceptionally hand-

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Although not new to this city, where it 
has been seen twice before, the last time 
with the same pair of delightful artists 
who now play in it at the Empire, Mr. 
Hubert Henry Davies’s play ‘‘ The Mol- 
lusc"* ig certain to be sought by many 
of those who have seen it before, and it 
Should be seen by all who can enjoy a 
light, bright, nimble-witted little piece. 

With Sir Charles Wyndham and Miss 
Mary Moore in the two principal roles, it 
is acted to perfection, so that all the resi- 
dent charm of the dialogue and the 
quaintness of the theme 
and brought forward. When ‘“ The Mol- 
lusc '’ was first acted in New York some- 
thing was lacking for complete success— 
just the something which these two very 
engaging comedians are now able to 
provide. 

Mr. Davies builds his play out of slight 
material, his means are slender, but he 
achieves a distinct artistic purpose in a 
genuine little comedy, through which runs 
a vein of irony, expressed in the action 
and the contrast of character. A wan- 
derer returned from California, a pretty 
girl, at present a governess, though ob- 
viously with a higher destiny; a husband 
who finds more pleasure in the society of 
the governess than in that of his wife, 
and finally the wife—a character amaz- 
ingly well drawn and acted—an apathetic, 
lazy, selfish woman, who allows herself 
to be entirely dependent on others, a 
hypochondriac—in short, to sum it all up, 
@&@ mollusc. 

And what is-a mollusc? Well, not ex- 
actly the backhoneless creature, mere 
ceed of the scientific definition. Mol- 
uscry—as Mr. Davies understands it—is 
very different from mere inertia. The 
lazy person floats idly with the tide. But 
the mollusc sticks; it resists pressure. 
Force, kindness, argument, anger, are all 
wasted in an attempt to deal with a mol- 
luse. It expends a great deal of energy 
in doing nothing. 

Mrs. Baxter is a mollusc, very charm- 
ing, very Winning, indeed, as she sits in 
her chair while others fetch and carry 
at her bidding, with a ausband and a gov- 
erness who are slaves to her caprice and 
slightest whim. 

And molluscry, as we presently discover, 
is contagious. Tom Kemp, returning to 
England to visit his sister and brother-in- 
law, at once sees what is wrong in the 
household. Having been away for a time 
he, at least, has a true perspective. But, 
lo and behold, the very next morning 
after his arrival he discovers that he is 
no match for his sister, and to complicate 
matters he falls in love with the gov- 
erness. To make matters worse, Mrs. 
Baxter discovers her husband’s interest 
in that lady, has an attack of nerves in 
consequence, and takes to her bed. While 
she cannot make up her mind to do with- 
out the ministrations of the governess, she 
is equally determined not to let her hus- 
band leave her bedside. But even mol- 
luscry can be cured, it seems; and here 
the panacea is a touch of jealousy. So, 
eventually, it; all comes out right and 
pleasant, 

Sir Charles Wyndham, than whom the 
English stage has seldom, if ever, had a 
more deft, authoritative, and engaging 
comedian, is at his best as Tom Kenip, 
the brother with the penetrating insight, 
so c.ever in his deductions and diagnosis 
of molluscry, but incapable of curing it. 
And Miss Mary Moore is absolutely 
charming as the mollusc—making of mo!t- 
luscry almost a virtue, in fact, so pleasant 
a thing it ts to watch in her skillful 
and varied portrayal. |Then, to complete 
the cast. there is also Sam Sothern, car- 
rying out his rdéle with naturalness and 
ease, and Miss Dorothy Thomas, to bring 
Sympathy for and make attractive the réle 
of the governess.

EDWARD HARRIGAN ILL.

EX-GOV. G. T. WERTS DEAD. 


Last Democratic Governor of New 
Jersey and Old Politician. 


Ex-Gov. George T. Werts of New- Jer- 
sey, one of the best-known Democratic 
politicians in that State, died yesterday 
of pneumonia at his home, 275 Union 
Street, Jersey City. He had been ill only 
a short time. Mr. Werts was the last 
Democratic Governor of New Jersey. He 
was elected in 1892, defeating John Kean, 
the Republican nominee, 

Mr. Werts was born at Hackettstown, 
N. J., in 1846, and was educated in thea 
High School at Bordentown and at the 
State Model School in Trenton. He was 
admitted to the bar in November, 1867, 
and soon built up a lucrative practice in 


the law. In 1886 Mr. Werts was chosen 
State Senator. He led the fight in the 
Senate against the local option and high 
license measure which had been passed 
by the Republican Legislature. He draft- 
ed the new license law known as the 
Werts law. | 

Mr. Werts was appointed to the Su- 
preme Court bench in 1889 to fill a va- 
cancy created by the death of Supreme 
Court Justice Knapp.

Capt. Thomas Kerland, who was said to 
have been the oldest ferryboat pilot in this 
port, died at his home, 1,114 Halsey Street, 
Brooklyn, on Sunday.

Mrs. Elise Sigel was born in, Werban, 
Germany, on Sept. 14, 1834. She was the 
daughter of the Rev. Dr. Rudelph Dulon, 
pastor of the Dutch Reformed Church In 
that city and an author of note. He be- 
came interested in the cause of the Ger- 
man revolutionists during the outbreak 
of 1848 and became known as tha Tolstoy 


of Germany, During the same _ perjod 
Franz Sigel, then a young man, became 
one of the leaders of the revolutionary 
forces and consequently formed a close 
friendship with the pastor. After a few 
months together, however, they were 
forced to separate, as Sigel was put in 
charge of the Southern Revolutionary 


rmy. 

Miss Dulon at this time was 20 years of 
age, and with’ her father left Germany 
and went to London, where they took ref- 


luge with a Dr. Arnold Ruge, a German 


atriot. It was at this place that Miss 
ulon met Gen, 


Sigel, who had come 
there for refuge 


Dr. Dulon in 1853 took his daughter to 
the United States, and Gen, Sigel followed, 
Miss Dulon and Gen. Sigel were married 
the next year.

death. She became widely known through 
the articles she wrote for this publication. 


BRAZILIAN AMBASSADOR DEAD. 


Joaquim Nabuco Ruptures Artery of 
His Brain—His Achievements.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Joaquim Na- 
buco, Brazilian Ambassador to the United 
States, died suddenly at the embassy this 
morning, an artery in his brain having 
ruptured. News of the diplomat’s death 
was conveyed at once to the State Depart- 
ment, and immediately afterward the 
President, accompanied by Capt. Butt and 
Assistant Secretary of State Hale, repre- 
senting the department, called at the 
embassy to condole with Mme. Nabuco 


and her daughter. Sefior Nabuco leaves a 
wife, two daughters, and three sons. 








Sefior Joaquim Nabuco was born at 
Recife, Brazil, on Aug. 19, 1849. His father 
was in the diplomatic service of Brazil 
for a number of years and educated his 
son in the same line. After serving in 
London for three years, Sefior Nabuco 
became a member of the Brazilian Par- 
liament during the Empire period and re- 
turned to London in 1900 as envoy ex- 
traordinary and served in that capacity 
until 1905, when he was dispatched on a 
special mission to Italy. In January, 
1905, Brazil elevated her legation in 
Washington to an embassy, and Sefior 
Nabuco was chosen as the first Ambas- 
sador from Brazil to this country. Sefior 
Nabuco was the President of the third 
Pan-American Congress, which was held 
at Rio Janeiro. He received the degree 
+ oe D. from Columbia University in 
e é. 





Henry M. Peyser. 

Henry M. Peyser, the senior member 
of the glove importing and manufactur- 
ing firm of 467 Broadway, this city, died 
at the Hotel Brittanique, Brussels, yes- 
terday morning, according to a “cable- 
gram received from the Belgian capital. 
He was a resident of Boston, but owing 
to ill health had lived in Brussels for 
some time. It was thought by the other 
representatives of the firm here that he 
would be buried there. Mr. Peyser was 
64 years old and was born in Germany. 
He came to this country when young and 


was educated in Paris and Chauncey Hall 
School in Boston. In 1867 he engaged 
in the kid glove importing business in 
Boston, and later wentto Naples, where 
he learned. the trade of a glove maker 
— the bench up. It was said that 
hé was the only practical glove maker 
engaged in the importing business in this 
country. Later he opened a branch of 
the firm in this city. In 1881 Mr. Peyser 
married Miss Lida Miner of Troy, N. Y., 
who survives him. They had no chil- 
dren. Mr. Peyser up to the time of 
his death was a prominent member of 
the American colony in Brussels and 
was at one time President of the Anglo- 
American Chamber of Commerce of that 
city.

Prof. Stephen V. Arrowsmith, Superin- 
tendent of the Red Bank, N. J., Public 
Schools since 1897, died yesterday after- 
noon at his home in Red Bank after a 
six weeks’ illness with stomach trouble, 
aged 67 years.

MANY SUSPECTS ARRESTED 





One Confronted by Wounded Victim In 
Hospital Admits He Was Near 
the Scene of the Crime. 





After a fruitless corraling of black- 
bearded men in this city yesterday by the 
police in their search for the maniac who 
shot little Robert Lomas and Arthur Shib- 
ley in Highbridge Park last Wednesday, 
@ clue that seems to offer promise was 
received from Ossining, N. Y., last night. 

The eight-year-old son of Legrand 
Wynants was called to the back door of 
his home, in the Croton Dam Road, Os- 
Sining, on Saturday afternoon by a 
Stealthy knocking at the door. The boy 
was confronted by a black-bearded man 
of medium build, raggedly clothed, and 
carrying his head bent to one side. 

“Gimme a drink of water,’’ the 
begrced. 

The boy got a glass of water. The 
Stranger dashed it to the floor and tried 
to grab the boy. He fled, screaming, into 
the house and the stranger disappeared. 

When Mr, Wynants came home yester- 
day and read to his family the account 
of the*Highbridge Park murder and the 
description of the assassin his little son 
for the first time linked the dark-bearded 
man of his own experience with the mur- 
derer of the Lomas boy, and told his ad- 
venture to his father. Mr. Wynants, find- 
ing that the boy’s description of the 
Stranger tallied with that of the Wash- 
ington Heights murderer, notified the po- 
lice. Efforts were made last night to 
trace the man. 

Detectives O'Neill and Runny of the 
Bronx Bureau arrested last night on a 
charge of vagrancy Franz Josef Schubert, 
who was making a house-to-house canvass 
for alms, at 169th Street and Franklin 
Avenue, near Crotona Park.

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HARD TIME FOR DAIRYMEN. 


Farmers Being Driven Out of Business 
by the Monopoly Here. 


Harry Vail, a young farmer of New 
Milford, Conn., exhibited yesterday at the 
inquiry into the alleged milk monopoly, 
held before Referee William Grant Brown, 
a record of his expenses and the return 
to him from the sale of milk in the 
month of December. Vail prefaced the 
exhibition of this document by asserting 
that he and the other milk producers of 
his neighborhood were at the mercy of 
the dealers, having no choice except to 
accept the price offered by the Borden 
Company or the Consolidated Exchange. 

Mr. Vail then showed his statement of 





expenses and profits, which disclosed that 


he had expended $408.81 in the month 
and had received from the Borden Com- 
pany $390.44. His business for the month 
was done at a net loss of $9.87. Vail said 
he had figured it out that it cost 8 2-5 
cents a quart for him to produce milk, 


and that he ought to get 4:cents a quart 
in Summer and 5 cents in Winter to make 
a living profit. 

‘*It looks as hones the dealer and mid- 
dieman were mak ng more than their 
share of profit now,” said Vall. Special 
Attorney General John B. Coleman asked 
if he could suggest a remedy for present 
conditions. 

**T guess it is ane remedied right along 
by farmers being driven out of business,’ 
replied Vail. ‘‘ The situation will be rem- 
edied to the farmers who survive,” 

Edward B. Sanford of Warwick, Y., 
a producer and dealer, said that, ‘in view 
of present conditions, the advance in the 
price of milk to 2 cents a quart was un- 
warranted. 

Joseph V. Jordan, head of the Hudson 
Valley Dairy Company of Newburg, N. Y., 
said that milk was plentiful “ t now. 
William ~ BE ag hy eg a producer of 
Chester, N agreed with him and said 
that 6 adele should lead to a lower 
price the consumer.

The West- 
ern Maryland system had under way sev- 
eral plans for gaining entrance to the 
steel district before the receivership in 
1908 called a temporary halt. One of 
these provided for the extension of the 
road from Cumberland, Md., across the 
Pennsylvania line to New Haven, Penn. 
Since the reorganization committee bought 
in the road for $6,500,000 at the receiver's 
sale in November the new officers and 
banking interests tentified with the reor- 
ganization have again taken up the prob- 
lem of getting into the Pittsburg district, 
considering among others the projeated 
extension to New Haven, Penn. 

The dispatches from Baltimore yester- 
day said that traffic and trackage — 
over the Pittshurg Lake Erie fr 
New Haven to Pittsburg would be signed 
shortly, and suggested that the close re- 
lations thus established with the New 
York Central might pave the way for the 
road's absorption by that system. 

The Pittsburg & Lake Erie has already 
planned extensions into the West Vir- 
ginia coal field in the Fairmont region, 
which would bring it into touch with’ the 
Western Maryland at Bellington. 


UTAH COPPER CO. ENJOINED. 


Stockholders’ Meeting to Ratify Merger 
Put Off Until Jan. 25. 


The meeting of the stockholders of the 
Utah Copper Company which was to have 
been held at 15 Exchange Place, Jersey 
City, yesterday was adjourned until Jan. 
25 next by an injunction granted by Judge 
Scott of the United States Circuit Court 
at Trenton, N. J., on the application of EB. 
J. Wall of Salt Lake City. The injunction 
is to be argued at Trenton on Jan. 24. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of ratifying the merger with the Boston 
Consolidated and evada Consolidated 
Copper Companies, for the stock of which 
Utah shares have been offered in ex- 
change at the rate of one for two and one- 
half and one for two and one-quarter, re- 
spectively. « Yesterday’s meeting was to 
have voted an increase in Utah stock from 
750,000 to 2,500,000 shares for the purposes 
of exchange. 

Mr. Wall was one of the original large 
stockholders in the Utah Company, but 
reduced his holdings considerably a couple 
of years ago, and is said to have reinvest- 
ed a large part of the prvosets in Boston 
Consolidated stock. The grounds of his 
opposition to the merger did not appear 
yesterday.

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“WIZARD” BURBANK 
REPLIES TO CRITICS 


Says Attacks on His Life Work 
in Plant Breeding Are , 
Unwarranted. 


CAN'T HELP EXPLOITATION 





Never Made Any Pretense That He 
Created the Thorniess Cactus, 
He Asserts, 


Luther Burbank, the “plant wizard,” 
telegraphed a reply to THe New Yor«K 
TiMEs yesterday to the criticisms passed 
on him recently. It was pointed out in 
these that, according to the official Gov- 
ernment bulletins, many ‘“‘thornless cacti ”’ 
were known before the appearance of the 
particular one which Mr. Burbank’s friends 
say he created, and that the commercial 
exploitation of his name was causing 
much misgiving in scientific circles. 

It was also noted that Mr. Burbank ts In 
the receipt of an annual grant of $10,000 


for ten years from the Carnegie Institu- 

tion that he may pursue his scientific 

studies unhampered by lack of funds. 
This is Mr. Burbank’s reply: 


J'o the Editor of The Ncw York Timea: 


SANTA ROSA, Cal., Jan. 17.—At the 
time of introducing some of the first of 
my spineless cactus, (opuntias,) nearly 

ireé years ago, the following words oc- 
cupied the first. place in the catalogue: 

‘* For more than fifty years I have been 
quite familiar with thornless cactus of 
many species and varieties. In fact, one of 
the first pets which I had in éarliest child- 
hood was a thouorniess cactus, one of the 
beautiful epiphyllums. 

‘‘ The phyllocactus and many of the cereus 
family are also thornless, not a trace to bé 
found on any part of the plants or fruit. 

“Thus the somewhat indefinite popwlar 
name of “ thornless cactus ’’ has been used 
by persons unacquainted with these facts, 
for be {it known that a thornless cactus is 
no more of a novelty than a thornless water- 
melon. ¢ 

** But among the cacti, which grow to an 
immense size with great rapidity and whfch 
can be readily cultivated in garden, field, 
or desert, no perféctly thornless ones were 
known and véry little interest was taken in 
the cactus of any kind, either thorny or 
thornless, as to their agriculatural or hortl- 
cultural value, until the work of improve- 
ment was taken up on my experiment farm 
and improved. Perfectly thornless rapid- 
growing varieties have been produced and 

e known within the last few years. 

The facts in the case are too well 
known to need comment. Let some one 
even now mention a single absolutely 
thornless cactus of agricultural value pro- 
duced by ead Or not produced on 
my grounds. 

I am exploited, ‘ whether willing or not, 
and very much against my own wishes. 
Does it pay to exploit commercially a 
proposition which does not stand on a 
sound basis of character and value? 

It was mutually agreed upon and fully 
understood both by the Carnegie Institu- 
tion and myself that I should have the 
privilege of supplementing their inade- 
quate annual aid toward the continua- 
tion of my experiments by the sale of my 
productions as before. 

I am now past 60 years of age. I 
have done good work and no one is de- 
pendent upon my efforts. The grant 
brought with it more care, responsibility, 
correspondence, and visitors and a full 
crop of envy and jealousy, and but for 
the advice of friends I should have dis- 
solved my connection with the institution 
last year. 

Personally, I have no desire for wealth 
or fame—a thirst for these is the root 
of many evils. My ambition has been to 
leave the world better for having passtd 
this way. 

To be = pare ty is a passing trifle; 
to have lost a life of honest, earnest 
labor is a tragedy,

LOW BIDS FOR FOOD CONTRACT 


Old Rates Cut fof the Restaurant Priv- 
llege at Ellis Island. 


Bids for supplying food in the immigra- 
tion station on Ellis Island were opened 


esterday by Commissioner Willlam Will- 
ams. here were thirteen bidders, and 
the figures quoted for the board of aliens 
ranged from 20 to 35 cents a day. The 
contractor up to a few days ago, was 
Fritz Brodt of this city. The contract 
calls for distinct grades of food and a 
fixed quantity for each person. The spe- 
cifications even state how much ham 
must be put in a sandwich,:-and how 
much milk in a glass. When Commis- 
sioner Williams succeeded Robert Watch- 
orn as Commissioner, he said Brodt was 
not living up to his contract. Charges 
were preferred against him, and after a 
trial his contract was ordered agnnulied 
at sixty days’ notice, 

The figures at which Brodt held the 
contract were 6 cents for breakfast, 10 
cents for dinner, and 6 cents for supper. 
This does not govern prices in the restau- 
rant for employes or the selling of boxes 
of food for immigrants traveling by train. 

One of the lowest bidders was Daniel 
Slattery, former secretary of Police Com- 
missioner Bingham, 








The three lowest bids submitted were j, 


the Union News Company, 5 cents for 
breakfast, 9 cents for dinner, and 6 cents 
for supper; Slattery & Sturtevant, 5 cents 
for breakfast, 9 cents for dinner, and 7 
cents for supper, and Hudgins & Dumas, 
7 cents for breakfast, 8S cents for dinner, 
and 9 cents for supper. The highest bid 
was 11 cents for breakfast, 18 cents for 
dinner, and 11 cents for supper. 

The Union News Company runs. food 
stands in railroad stations in addition to 
selling gts Daniel Slattery heads the 
firm of Slattery & Sturtevant. Hudgins 
& Dumas were the holders of the food 
contract when Williams was Commission- 
er of Immigration some years ago. 

The bids were sent to Washington, and 
the announcement of the award will be 
made there. 


RUN FROM ELEVATED TRAIN. 


Passengers Alarmed by Smoke Caused 
by Short Circuit from Third Rail. 


One of the brakeshoes on a forward car 
of a downtown Third Avenue elevated 
train dropped across the third rail as the 
train was passing 29th Street yesterday. A 
short circuit followed, and the wiring 
underneath set fire to the forward end 
of the car. Black smoke came up, and 
passengers, greatiy frightened, started for 
the rear of the train. The exodus in the 
first car scared those in the next, and 
so the o— spread through the train. 
Men and women pushed and crowded to 
get through the narrow. doors. The 
guards tried to calm them, but could not. 
A fight to get the gates open’ followed. 
and the guards were unable to stem the 
tide, 

Once the gates were opened there was a 
rush to get to the tracks. In the rush 
many were bruised and clothing was dis- 
ordered, but none was seriously hurt. The 
passengers; braving the danger of the 
third rail, walked to the Twenty-third 
Street Station, Traffic on the downtown 
track was blocked, and many left the 
rear trains and walked to the station. 
The trainmen got the fire out without 
trouble, and the ‘‘ dead ”’ train was pushed 
to the City Hall Station. 

There was more excitement at the Grand 
Street Station when a coupling pin broke 
on a northbound train and two cars 
bumped violently together. Many left the 
train at that station.
